Round 7 


Lejeune dabs 
least in Austria 


By Mike Rapley 


SPITTAL, AUSTRIA, JUNE 16 
The exclusion of French Apri- 
lia ace Philippe Berlatier over- 
shadowed all else in the sev- 
enth round of the World Cham- 
pionships in Austria on Sunday. The 
petulant Frenchman staged a one 
man sit-down in the last section of 
the first lap after being docked five 
marks for what he thought was a dab. 
Berlatier refused to move, holding up 
the trial for nearly 15 minutes and 
stopping the trial leaders from riding 
the section. . 

The farce finally came to an end 
when Berlatier had his punch card 
taken from him by an Austrian offi- 
cial, and was formally excluded by 
the jury meeting that night. 

The Berlatier disqualification was 
about the only bright spot in a dull, 
dismal, poorly organized trial that 
left experienced World Champion- 
ship followers lamenting the event 
that didn’t deserve title status. 

It was a bright day for Honda’s 
Eddy Lejeune who won only his 
second round this year, narrowly hold- 
ing off the challenge from point 
standing leader Thierry Michaud, 
who finished only two marks behind 
the defending World Champion. Bri- 
tain’s Steve Saunders was third once 
again. It was a good day for Brit John 
Lampkin, who found the form that 
has been missing for so long, coming 
in fourth. 

The trial was held at Spittal near 
Semmering, some 160 miles south of 
Vienna, over a course almost identi- 
cal to the two previous champion- 
ship rounds that have been held at 
this venue. The three-lap course con- 
tained 16 sections, eight were reck- 
oned to be far too easy, four were 
impossible, and four were just right, 
and just about everybody reckoned it 
wasn't.a good trial. The quality of 
the organization and observing was 


below standard and the results were 


only announced three hours after the 
finish, despite the use of punch cards 
which should provide an instant 
result. 

The three Fantic men, Chiaberto 
and the Michaud brothers, were out 
on the new production 301 Fantic, 
yet they still didn't have the disc 
brake fitted or the new tank graphics. 
А11 three were happy with the 
machines, particularly Fred Michaud 
who had a result which confirms his 
talent so often unrecognized. 

Lejeune showed that he was happy

with his new Honda, first used in 


_ America which has been considera- 


bly modified. The steering angle has 
been altered slightly, the rear shock is 
of a new design and the smoother 
engine has an even bigger exhaust 
system in aluminum. 

Luck was needed to do well in Aus- 
tria because of the style of the sec- 
tions. A five on one of the easy sec- 
tions proved difficult to overcome, 
which resulted in scores being identi- 
cal with the number of cleans as a tie 
decider being needed in seven cases to 
decide the top 15 placings. 

As the second half of the series beg- 
ins, Thierry Michaud, although 
looking nervous on Sunday in Aus- 
tria, looks to have the title sewn up as 
they head for Poland for the next

The two teammates held off the 
young Dutchman for most of the 
race, but for the last five laps he made 
a determined effort to get on terms. 
Finally, on thelast lap he managed to 
break through to head Vehkonen at 
the end, 

Martens could do no better than 
12th at the flag. e.

There was a hearing in the final 
months of the Carter administration 
exploring lowering the national speed 
limit to 45 mph.

I think it was Mercury outboards 
whose president, in his 60’s, told how 
his dealer orders had fallen to less 
than half in the weeks after the gov- 
ernment statement that prohibitions 
were being explored. The man’s voice 
broke as he told of spending hours 
agonizing over which of his lifetime 
employees were to be laid off. 

The Department of Energy panel 
featured seven Nader-lawyer types, 
self-righteous bullies who knew how 
to save the world no matter whom 
they had to hurt to do it. I chose a 
milder character to corner in the 
hotel lobby during a break. He admit- 
ted to me that agency policy is decided 
at the executive level. All the research 
did was try to find and assemble data 
to support the pre-decided policy. 


Real research lets facts determine 
conclusions. Government agencies, 
however, are above science. They can 
use so-called logic and pseudo- 
pscience to make dictated schemes 
appear reasonable. It is unfair both to 
manufacturers and to us mere con- 
sumer serfs. It is Big Brother, and 
neither us voters nor our legislators 
can control the mousy little Himmlers 
who wield Directives enforced by 
legions of lawyers. 


On the other hand, who are we to 
object? Freedom is slavery, right, 
comrade?

Lawson takes 
Yugoslavian GP

RIJEKA, YUGOSLAVIA, JUNE 16 

After winning the 250cc race earlier in the 
day Freddie Spencer collapsed from his ma- 
chine at the end of the 500cc race and was 
rushed to the medical center with badly-torn 


muscles in his right leg, after | 
finishing second to Eddie Law- 





son. Spencer had hit the knee 
on a trackside haybale as he 





went to pass Ron Haslam on the 
third lap. He fought agonizing pain 
to finish second ahead of Wayne 
Gardner and hang onto his cham- 
pionship lead. 


In heat-wave conditions both Law- 
son and Spencer suffered tire problems 
but Lawson was able to keep the 
Marlboro Yamaha ahead after taking 
the lead on the fourth lap from Randy 
Mamola. “I had no real problems," 
said Lawson. ‘‘We made some changes 
to the bike after practice and it was 
better in the race so I went faster and 
even if Spencer hadn't hurt himself I 
think it would have been à good race. 
I caught up and was just getting 
ready to go around him when he hit 
the bale. The next laps were my fast- 
est of the race and he was still charg- 
ing then but I guess his leg didn't 
start hurting until later. 


“The bike and the tires worked real 
good, the front was great and the 














back was a whole lot better than last 
year although it did start to slide 
around a bit. It was controllable, 
though, and you could just gas it up, 
leave a black streak on the track and 
go forward, just like dirt trackin’.”’ 

Spencer had ice packs placed on 
the muscle immediately after the race 
and flew home from Europe to see his 
specialist and get treatment in the 10- 
day break before practice starts for the 
Dutch 'ТТ.. “1 have had the same 
injury playing basketball," he said. 
“Then I wasn't allowed to move the 
leg for 10 days. Basketball would be 
out of the question for a month but I 
think I can ride a bike at Assen. 

"After I hit the bale I could not 
move around on the bike using my 
legs so I had to push myself around 
using my back muscles," said Spencer. 
"After about 10 laps of that I started 
to get muscle spasms in my back and 
then I had to ease off." 

Yet again Ron Haslam on the

Rothmans Honda Britain machine 
led off the start but on the first lap 
Mamola took over and on lap two 
Takazumi Katayama crashed as he 
battled with Spencer for fourth place. 
The Japanese ace hurt the vertebrae 
that he injured when he crashed in 
Imola at the end of 1983. 

Spencer hit the haybale at about 
100 mph when he went to take second 
place from Haslam. The force of the 
impact almost knocked him off the 
machine and he slipped back to fifth 
as Lawson, Haslam and Gardner all 
swept past. 

Despite the pain, Spencer started to 
repass those in front while Lawson 
took the lead from Mamola. By lap 
six Spencer was once more second 
behind the World Champion. Spencer 
was still trying but having problems 
and he ran into the rough off the 
tarmac several times. He was forced 
to relax the pace eventually and was 
slowly overhauled by Mamola. 

Californian Mamola took second 
place on lap 21 of the 32 after pulling 
away from a fierce all-Honda-three 
battle with Haslam and Gardner. If 
Mamola had designs on catching 
Lawson they were unfortunately ill- 
founded because he crashed unhurt 
two laps later when the back tire slid 
away. “Тһе bike was hopping real 
badly as I was hard on the brakes. I 
got off the brakes and on the gas but 
the back end just kept hopping and it 
slid ‘round on me. There I was lying 
in the grass thinking ‘Hell, why 
me?'." 

Spencer might consider himself 
lucky to be handed back two points 
and he rode on to the finish ahead of 
Gardner, who had gotten away from 
Haslam. Frenchmen Christian Sarron 
and Raymond Roche, both on V-four 
Yamahas, had a race-long battle for 
fifth that was resolved in favor of 
Sarron when Roche failed to realize it 
was the last lap. 

Rob McElnea just failed to beat 
Belgian Didier de Radigues to the 
line on his Skoal Bandit Suzuki after 
a good ride to finish eighth, in which 
he beat off the attacks of Honda- 
mounted privateers Gustav Reiner 
and Dave Petersen. 








Lawson is looking forward to the 
Dutch TT at Assen which starts the 
second half of the 12-race Champion- 
ship season even though he is still. 
seven points behind Spencer in the 
Championship. Lawson qualified on 
the pole at Assen last season. “We 
still need some more speed from the 
bike and who knows, maybe we'll get 
something from the factory. Even if 
we don’t, Assen is the sort of circuit 
where we might get away with it,” 
Lawson said. 

Freddie Spencer dominated the 
250cc race in the style that has become 
his trademark. This time he was even 
more definite thanks to a better-than- 
usual start and he tailed leader Martin 
Wimmer into the first corner. 

It was no Sunday-afternoon cruise 
for the American because after Wim- 
mer’s Yamaha went sick early on 
Carlos Lavado took up the chase and 
hung on grimly as Spencer fought to 
extend his initial three-second lead. 
Spencer worked hard until in the 
latter third of the race he was six 
seconds in front but it meant running 
up the curb on several occasions. 

“I wish Carlos would take it easy 
sometimes and give me a rest," said 
Spencer. "When he's behind you, 
you can't ease up at all, he's a hard 
charger, he never gives up and I was 
on the gas all the way. The time I ran 
on the grass I was in third when I 
should have got back to second and I 
thought it was better just to run on 
the grass rather than knock it down 
into second in case the rear wheel 
locked ир.” 

Lavado, who had crashed while 
leading here in 1984, was in great 
form and kept upa consistent pursuit 
even though he could not close the 
gap. From lap four Toni Mang moved 
into third place but could not catch 
Lavado; Mang's Honda lost power 
very badly on lap 21 of the 30. He 
slowed as the engine was running on 
one cylinder; the fairing mount had 
broken and fallen on the plug cap, 
which broke. 

Wimmer rode hard to finish fourth 
behind Loris Reggiani. “Тһе bike 
seized 25 times, on every lap as I shut 
the throttle at the end of the straight,

and every time I doubted whether it 
would run again, you know I am so 
lucky to finish. It is crazy because we 
have a faster engine but I used the 
older one because it has been more 
reliable." 


After dropping back to eighth on 
lap eight Wimmer came to terms 
with the engine and coaxed it back 
into contention. He caught the group 
chasing Mang, who was third, and 
fought with Siggi Minich on his pri- 
vate Yamaha, Carlos Cardus on the 
Cobas and Loris Reggiani on the 
Aprilia. 

Cardus was riding well, started to 
pull clear of the group, and was well 
in front when he crashed on lap 21. 
With the demise of Mang that then 
left Wimmer, Reggiani and Minich 
fighting for third. Some distance be- 
hind them Reinhold Roth was leading 
Rommer teammate Harald Eckl, 
Pierre Bolle on the Parisienne and 
the Parisienne Honda of Jacques 
Cornu. Alan Carter had been with 
this group until he crashed unhurt 
on lap 16. The final points scorer was 
Jean Louis Guignabodet on his 
Rotax-powered MIG special. 


The main excitement was the three- 
way battle for third and Wimmer 
tried to get away from Reggiani but 
theseizing engine made it impossible 
and the Italian flashed over the line 
to gain the third place. Minich was a 
first class fifth, his best result of the 
season. “It was no trouble to follow 
the others and five laps before the end 
I thought that fifth was better than 
crashing and decided to stay there," 
said the Austrian. 

The 80cc World Champion, Stefan 
Dorflinger, rode a well-judged race to 
win by 1.5 seconds from Spaniard 
Jorge ‘Aspar’ Martinez on the works 
Derbi. The Krauser was a little slow 
off the line but Dorflinger was up 
into third place just ahead of Martinez 
by the end of the first lap while 
Austrian Gerd Kafka led from German 
Gerhard Waibel. 

The Swiss асе stayed in third place 
while Waibel led briefly on lap three 
but then took the lead himself closely 
followed by the red Derbi. Martinez 








took over on lap eight but Dorflinger 
was holding a little in reserve and 
when he took the lead again on lap 12 
he pulled away to win despite being 
troubled by the little single jumping 
out of gear for much of the race. 


Manuel Herreros on the second 
Derbi worked his way through from a 
very poor start to finish third ahead 
of Kafka and Waibel but the hero of 
the race was Ian McConnachie, who 
was dead last off the line by about 10 
seconds and stormed through lapping 
faster than anyone else for most of the 
race and finished eighth. e

Baldwin edges Renfrow 
in Pocono duel

LONG POND, PA, JUNE 23 


Mike Baldwin, in a race which came down to 
a sheer horsepower drag race to the finish 
line with Randy Renfrow, won the $24,000 
Formula One portion of the Pocono Cycle 


Jam Weekend at Pocono Inter- 
national Raceway in front of a 
crowd estimated at 20,000. 
Baldwin, on the Arai/Michelin- 
supported Honda RS500, defeated 
Renfrow and his Renfrow-Bigoney 
Racing RS500 by “maybe half a horse- 
power," according to Renfrow. In 
visual terms, the margin of victory 
was the blink of an eye — about one 
bikelength at the end of 75.6 miles of 
full-tilt racing on the 2.8 mile com- 
bined oval/road course. 

Joining the two in winner's circle 
was third place Miles Baldwin and 
his Shoei RS500. Richard Schlachter, 
on the MacLean Racing RS500, and 
Alan Labrosse, aboard a Motoplan 
Insurance-sponsored RS500, rounded 
out the top five. 

One battle of note took place around 





mid-pack although the protagonists 
weren't racing each other. Doug 
Chandler ran in eighth to 10th place 
throughout the race and finished 
10th. Bubba Shobert, who lost his 
Camel Pro Series point lead to 
Chandler at the Santa Fe TT on Fri- 
day night, ended his day in the DNF 
column after tweaking the front end 
on his Honda Interceptor-based Super- 
bike after colliding with Dave Schlos- 
ser while trying to pass on the inside. 
The outcome saw Chandler leave 
Pocono with an eight point edge on 
Shobert, 127 points to 120. Ted Boody, 
theonly other dirt tracker seeking Camel 
points in road race Nationals, had 
another frustrating day and gained 
nothing by his out-of-the-points fin- 
ish. Boody holds fourth in the points 
at 92, behind Scott Pearson's 93. 

A new entrance to the infield sec- 





tion at Pocono retained the same 
style sweeping turn as before, but 
minus any steel guardrail on the out- 
side. The addition also eliminated 
the very slow and bothersome left- 
hander after the entrance. Rider reac- 
tions were mixed on the new section 
with most saying it was “greasy” 
because it hadn’t cured enough; that 
there was a bump in the transition 
area where the old track met the new, 
and that it was breaking up in some 
areas. 

A malfunction of the timing lights 
forced riders to qualify for the Na- 
tional from heat races (on Saturday) 
rather than in.the 30 minute timed 
qualifying sessions called for by the 
AMA rule book. The riders regard the 
qualifying sessions as an additional 
practice time and gripes arose — as 
they did at Loudon when they уеге 
forced to run heat races also — about 
a lack of practice time. The howls 
became louder when Sunday’s three 
scheduled practice sessions became 
one—and оп а damp track—due toa 
late start to allow the track to dry 
from an overnight rain. 

Schlachter topped the first qualify- 
ing heat by a four-second margin 
over Renfrow and with the win came 
the pole position. The top 13 from 
this heat along with 12 from heat two 
made up the basic 25 rider field. 

'The story of the race was Mike 
Baldwin, who charged down pit lane 
and out onto the track after the field 
had taken the green flag, and didn't 
stop for final tech inspection on the 
way. “Му crew was repairing a trans- 
mission problem and lost track of the 
fact I was in heat one," said Baldwin. 
“They put things back together, but 
there was still a problem so it was tear 
down again and put it back together 
again before I could get on the track.” 
Baldwin finished ninth. No protests 
were filed. 

Chandler led the second heat into 
turn one although he hadn't any idea 
of where the new infield section went 
since he had arrived too late to get in 
any of the practice sessions. Chandler 
and Boody both spent 11 hours or 
better on the road coming from Fri- 
day night's Santa Fe TT National. In 
the end, it was Miles Baldwin over 
Doug Brauneck and his Shoei Yam- 
aha TZ750. Chandler finished sixth, 
while Boody, also in heat two, fin- 
ished way down after trying to race 
with Loudon race gearing still on the 
bike. 

Honda RS500s dominated the front 
row of the final’s grid in the hands of 
Schlachter, Miles Baldwin, Renfrow 
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and Labrosse with Brauneck Yamaha 
TZ750-mounted. 

Schlachter led the field away on the 
start with Renfrow and Miles Bald- 
win in tow. Chandler saw his mid- 
pack start become one with the tail- 
enders as he bogged the engine and 
got away slowly. Shobert was right 
with him while Boody, from the last 
row in the field, also started very 
slowly. 

Mike Baldwin was fourth by the 
end of the first lap with Labrosse 
right behind. 

At the end of lap three, Mike Bald- 
win drafted past Schlachter for the 
lead as Renfrow and Miles Baldwin 
trailed. 

Meanwhile, Labrosse had broken 
free from Brauneck and Dan Chi- 
vington for fifth with Chivington, on 
the Gee Vee Performance Yamaha 
'TZ500, zipping around Brauneck for 
sixth on the next go around. Yamaha 
rider David Reed, Jimmy Adamo, on 
the Team Leoni Cagiva 500 GP bike, 
and Chandler followed. Dave Schlos- 
ser and John Long, both Yamaha 
TZ750-mounted, followed with Sho- 
bert, riding a hybrid consisting of 
Mike Baldwin's 1983 Team Honda 
Superbike updated through 1985 and 
used by Fred Merkel as his spare 
Superbike, in 13th. 

The eighth lap saw Renfrow, 
Schlachter and Mike Baldwin side- 
by-side at the start/finish line with 
Renfrow in command as they entered 
the infield. At the start of lap 10, Ren- 
frow had a five bikelength lead on 
Baldwin and Schlachter. Baldwin, 
on the inside (pit) line, and Schlachter 
apparently touched — there was a 
trace of rubber marks on the left side 
of Baldwin's fairing afterward — as 
the two set up for turn one, and 
Schlachter went straight ahead at the 
runoff area. 

Schlachter was quickly back on the 
track, but down to fourth behind 
third placed Miles Baldwin. Leader 
Renfrow and Mike Baldwin had a 
four second gap on Miles Baldwin 
and were lapping at a 105 miles-per- 
hour pace. Schlachter, five seconds 
behind Miles Baldwin, held a slightly 
larger gap on Labrosse in fifth. Chiv- 
ington, Brauneck, Reed, Chandler 
and Adamo rounded out the top 10. 
Shobert was stuck in 13th while Boody 
was back around 20th. 

In the final half of the race, traffic 
began to play an important role on 
the gap separating the leaders. Bald- 
win, after taking the lead at the half- 
way point, never relinquished it at 
the start/finish line. The two put on 
ashow, passing slower traffic in tight 
situations through the infield on each 
lap and both were uncanny in know- 
ing the split second when a move 
could be made. Baldwin held the 
edge exiting the infield and the chi- 
cane, while Renfrow continually 
gobbled up any advantage Baldwin 
could add up, although he couldn't 
make it pay at the finish line. 


One of the most exciting and pre- 
cise displays the two put on came at 
the start of lap 22. Baldwin led across 
the line with Renfrow moving his 
line out toward the grandstands and 
executing a daring and risky outside 
line pass around Baldwin entering 
the infield. Baldwin returned the favor 
with a similar inside line pass two 
turns later. 

The battle for the win went to the 
last lap with Baldwin taking the 
white flag first by about 10 bike- 
lengths over Renfrow. The two were 
confronted by slower traffic in the 
infield with both being forced to 
make precision passes of two riders 
and then one more before having a 
clean shot at the rest of the track. 
Baldwin led out of the infield for the 
over 3,000-foot run to the chicane and 
did his late braking maneuver entering

Round 5 


Four in a row 
for Merkel

LONG POND, PA, JUNE 22 
Honda's Fred Merkel moved 
one step closer to retaining his 








Superbike Championship with 
an easy win in the crash-inter- 


rupted Superbike final at Pocono 
International Raceway. Merkel dueled 
with Sports Afield's Rueben McMur- 
ter and Ontario Moto Tech's John 
Ashmead for the first 12 laps, but after 
a red flag came out due to several oil 
slick-induced crashes and the race 
was restarted with 11 laps to run, 
Merkel split from the field and won 
by over 18 seconds. Ashmead finished 
second and Florida's Glenn Barry, on 
the Honda of Bartow entry, was 
handed third when Super Team's 
Jim Filice lost the front end in a slow 
turn on the final lap. Bettenpurple 
Racing's John Bettencourt shadowed 
Barry in fourth and Mike Harth was 


fifth. 


Merkel, via his fourth straight win, 
leads the series with 96 points to Bar- 
ry's 53 with Ashmead in third with 
45. 

By the end of the first lap of the first 
heat, Merkel held a 2.5 second lead 
which would stretch to 11.24 at the 
end of the five-lap affair. Merkel was 
crusing comfortably at a mid 1:38 
second pace and runner-up finisher 
Ashmead just couldn't keep up. Third 
went to Filice with Bettencourt just 
nipping Ricky Orlando for fourth. 
Merkel's heat would prove to be the 
fastest and put him on the pole for 
the final. 

The second heat provided the best 
racing of the day with the McDonald 
Racing/Bell/Wiseco Yamaha FZ750 
of Sam McDonald pitted against 
McMurter on the ex-factory Honda. 
McDonald pulled out to an early 
lead, turning laps in the low 1:40s 
with McMurter trying to get back 
into his draft. The difference at the 
end was about six bikelengths in 
McDonald's favor with third placed 
Barry about 5.5 seconds behind. 
Fourth went to Mike Harth and fifth 
to Jon Gray, McDonald's winning 
time was 8:29.944 compared to Mer- 
kel's 8:18.913. 

A two-wave start in the final was 
used for the 33-rider field, with Ash- 
mead leading Merkel, McMurter, 
McDonald and Filice into the new 
turn one. Bettencourt was in sixth 
with Ricky Orlando on the MPC 
Honda in seventh over Glenn Barry. 

Quickly two races formed. Out 
front Merkel, Ashmead and McMurter 
were circulating as a trio in the lead. 
McDonald was a safe fourth ahead of 
Filice, with the race for sixth heating 
up between Bettencourt, Barry, Harth 











and Orlando. Orlando was the first 
out with machine trouble. 

There was the feeling that at any 
time Merkel could pull out to a lead 
with his lap times a second behind 
what he did during the heat race. On 
the seventh of 22 laps the lead trio 
began to get into traffic and it ap- 
peared that Merkel would be gone. 
But a lap later Ashmead had taken 
the lead back with Filice catching 
McDonald in fifth. Barry and Betten- 
court were still going at it for sixth. 

Going into the chicane on the 
ninth lap, the plug that seals the area 
where the starter motor was removed 
from came loose on the Amol Preci- 
sion Honda of Kurt Liebmann. The 
entrance to the chicane was oiled up 
and Liebmann was down along with 
Fred Giaimo. A lap later McDonald 
camé into the corner only to find a 
corner worker cleaning the oil-covered 
fast line, but with no oil flag being 
presented. McDonald changed lines, 
hit the oil and was highsided when 
the front end caught dry pavement. 
He was taken to a local hospital, 
treated for a sore shoulder and 
released. 

Also going down was Team Amer- 
ica's Dave Busby, and the red flag was 
flown when Bruce Nield on the Per- 
formance Engineering Honda went 
down in the high speed turn seven 
just before the front straightaway, 
hitting the wall. 

Watching the action in the chicane 
was former racer David Emde. “When 
Leibmann came in he was spewing 
oil and the guy behind him went 
down. He never even had a chance to 
hit the brakes. Then they put the yel- 
low flag out and cleaned the bikes off 
the track, but the girl was holding the 
oil flag while she was waving the yel- 
low. When Dave came through he 
had no chance.” 

On the restart, Ashmead led Mer- 
kel, Filice, Bettencourt, Harth, Lance 
Jones and Barry. By the third lap 
Merkel was out front and on the 
fourth lap Ashmead had lost the 
leader's draft. McMurter had stalled 
on the line and was away dead last 
but passing riders at every opportun- 
ity. 

By the sixth lap McMurter was 
fourth behind Merkel, Ashmead and 
Filice and ahead of the Bettencourt/ 
Harth/ Barry battle, but a lap later he 
slowed coming out of the chicane. “It 
was either a dropped valve or a broken 
wrist pin. I thinkit let go entering the 
chicane," a disconsolate McMurter 
said. 

Merkel turned up the boost and 
was gone and had over a 6.5 second 
lead on Ashmead with Filice another 
four seconds back. Bettencourt was 
fourth, Barry fifth, and Harth sixth. 
But Filice, still pushing for second, 
dropped it in a slow left-hander in 
theinfield on the final lap. Although 
he tried to restart, it was to no avail. 
That left the battle for third to Bet- 
tencourt and Barry. At the finish line 
it was Merkel, Ashmead and Barry — 
barely — over Bettencourt. 

"We had some problems so we 
changed the jetting between the two 
races," Barry began. “1 have to give 
credit to my mechanic, Jon Roberts, 
because he basically does all of the 
work. I told him it wouldn't pull top 
gear so we changed it and we were 
racing with Johnny B the whole way." 

Ashmead was ecstatic in winner's 
circle. “We're getting real close now. 
Hopefully we'll give Fred a run for 
his money real soon. I was riding 
cautious because I missed second off 
thestart and could hear metal grind. I 
had to shift slowly and the tire started 
going bad. I knew there was no way 
of catching him. He was gone."

Formula Two 


Two in a row 
for Schlachter 


LONG POND, PA, JUNE 23 

Rich Schlachter, for the second 
straight week, topped the 
Formula Two ranks, but at 
Pocono International Raceway 
his win came with more than the one- 
bikelength cushion he had at Lou- 
don. Schlachter’s win gave MacLean 
Racing riders, the injured Wayne 
Rainey and Schlachter, five straight 
victories. Dogging Honda RS250- 
mounted Schlachter all the way was 
Spondon rider James Stephens. 
Runner-up Stephens held a safe edge 
on third place finisher Don Greene 
throughout the race, as the top three 
were set from the opening lap on in 
the 15-lap, 42-mile sprint. 

The win, coupled with Greene’s 
third place finish and Rainey not rac- 
ing due to injuries sustained at Lou- 
don, bolstered Schlachter’s point lead 
in the series. Schlachter tops the list 
at 95 points, with Greene at 66 and 
Rainey at 60. 

The first of two five-lap qualifying 
heats, run in lieu of timed qualifying 
sessions due to malfunctioning tim- 
ing lights, fell to Schlachter after a 
duel with Doug Brauneck and his 
Hasty Racing-sponsored Spondon. 

Eurocycle/Arai-sponsored Greene 
blistered heat two and finished nearly 
eight seconds up on the Phil Schil- 
ling/Tony Murphy/Speedline Fair 
ings/Dunlop/Champion-backed 
Spondon of Stephens. Miles Bald- 
win, as he had at Loudon, was aboard 
the Honda RS250 formerly ridden by 
Dale Franklin. Baldwin got the ride 
after Franklin had a falling out with 
tuner Dave Harold and Harold's 
sponsor — The Brothers Honda/ 
BMW of Paulsbo (Washington) — 
offered Baldwin the ride. 








Greene held the pole for the final 
with Schlachter, Stephens, Brauneck 
and Baldwin lining up alongside. 
Notably absent from the grid was 
Joey Sommers, the second place fin- 
isher a week ago at Loudon. Equip- 
ment problems sidelined Sommers. 

Stephens latched onto Schlachter 
on the opening lap and the two 
slowly drew away from Greene in 
third. Greene's race was due to be a 
long one. 

*]'m still doing my own wrench- 
ing," Greene said afterward, “апа 
maybe something I did wasn’t quite 
right. I began losing top-end power 
almost right away and instead. of 
being able to rev the engine to 12,500 
it would only go to 11,500. The loss 
of one-thousand revs doesn’t sound 
like much, but when you're riding a 
250 on this track it's the difference 
between winning and finishing some- 
where else.” 

Stephens kept the wick on his 
Spondon turned up, matching 
Schlachter's every move and hugging 
his rear tire most of the time. The two 
had nearly four seconds on Greene in 
third at the start of lap seven with 
Greene up eight seconds on Baldwin, 
Honda rider Brad Holman, and the 
Yamaha TZ250 of Chuck Askland. 
On lap eight, Brauneck moved around 
Aksland for sixth and the top seven 
were set to the finish. 

Eighth place rotated among five 
riders in a dogfight for position. Jeff 
Heino, Robert Lugliani, Dave 
Sadowski, Garry Griffith and David 
Curtis played the draft-and-pass game 
among themselves. 

Lap 12 saw Schlachter with a 1.5 
second edge on Stephens before get- 
ting slowed by traffic and having 
Stephens going right back on his rear 
tire. Stephens' edge appeared to be 
later braking going into the chicane, 
while Schlachter had a better drive 
out. 

Two laps from the finish, Stephens 
closed dramatically on Schlachter as 
they dove into the chicane, although 
Schlachter maintained his lead. (Lap 
times showed that Schlachter slowed 
on the next-to-last lap, then turned 
the fastest lap of the race on the last 
lap, a ploy to try to lose Stephens.) 

“The transmission popped out of 
gear as I was up-shifting out of the 
chicane," said Schlachter, “апа Jim 
closed right in оп me. I knew that was 
the time to pull out the stops and 
gain some breathing room.” 

Schlachter had some 10 bikelengths 
on Stephens as they started the final

lap and added another 10 before the 
finish. Greene cruised by about 10 
seconds beind the first two, and about 
amileahead of Baldwin and Holman 
and his privateer RS250. 

“I didn't realize it was going to be 
that close a race," said Schlachter. 
“Му strategy was to keep a comfort- 
able distance between myself and Jim 
— at least one second — so I could 
save something for the Formula One 
race. Stephens rode one heck of a race.”

(Hus) for the first tour of the 
34.4-mile course and was actually 
leading by the end of the initial lap 
on adjusted time. At the finish, the 
Honda CR500-mounted Naylor’ s 
margin was in excess of nine minutes 
over Honda development rider Drew 
Smith who, narrowly edged Strong 
for second Open bike and second over- 
all when final times were computed. 

Naylor, Strong and Oregon desert 
star Brad Turnidge (KTM) were well 
in front of the pack following a first 
row crash that created havoc as wave 
after wave of hungry Experts jumped 
off the initial 100 yards òf asphalt 
into a section of sagebrush-strewn 


meadow. Charging into that first 


turn, Nick Tallena (Yam) was in a 
slide when an errant rock kicked out 
his rear wheel. Idahoan Dan Lees 
(Yam) nailed Tallena’s rear wheel 
while making his move on the out- 
side. Both Lees and Tallena went 
down in a great cloud of dust as the 
Open Experts, and then the 250 A 
riders, had to sort out a line through 
the confusion. 

Strong, 1984 and 1985 Cherry Creek 
winner, was dicing with Turnidge 
for the lead on the first loop until 
Turnidge’s bike’s rear backing plate 
disintegrated. Naylor had made his 
way through the dust to settle in 
behind Strong for the balance of the 
first lap. 

Chris Crandall started on the fourth 
row and moved up behind Utah’s 
Shaun Gerber (KTM) to be running 
in fourth by the end of the first loop. 
Crandall’s ATK was unmistakable as 
he’d crest a ridge and head down the 
long, steep desert foothills in pursuit 
of Gerber. About five milesout on the 
second lap, Crandall was nipping at 
Gerber's heel and passed the KTM 
rider to move into third. Disaster 
struck when Crandall’s rear backing 
plate blew-up (as Turnidge’s had) 
when Chris was attempting to nego- 
tiate the “Switchbacks of Death.” Eye- 
witness Shaun Gerber was heard to 
remark that Crandall shot straight 
off one switchback in a 40-feet-in-the- 
air endo and then rolled and bounced 
a couple hundred feet more down the 





mountain. The crash, which would 
have killed most anybody else, left 
“The Animal” witha bruised shoul- 
der and a trashed ATK. The bike had 
already suffered a 60 mph get-off 
from its trailer on the drive to Idaho 
and barely made the start with last- 
minute repairs being necessary. Cran- 
dall was last seen bandage-less around 
the pits discussing his misfortune 
with sympathetic ladies. He’s okay. 

Naylor and Strong took advantage 
of the dry conditions and the tre- 
mendous dust kick-up on the first lap 
to pull well ahead of their pursuers. 
In that first 34 miles, survival was the 
key element. 

"You couldn't race," said Can- 
Am's John Martin who, along with 
teammate Geoff Ballard, started six 
and seven rows back on 250s. Both 
C-A riders were charging whenever 
possible in the dust and were 15-20 
men back by the latter portion of lap 
one. Ballard, winner of the first two 
rounds of the series, wore an “iron 
boot” (plastic) on his left foot and a 
leather one on the brake side. Nurs- 
ing a tender foot as well as recent 
illness, may have kept the Australian 
(who's now based in Duluth, Minne- 
sota) from his phenomenal best, but 
even that couldn't keep him from an 
11th overall/fourth 250 finish. 

The diminutive Martin showed the 
stuff he’s made of by rocketing past 
lots of very fast guys on the last two 
laps to wind-up sixth overall and 
second to Ed Lojak (Hus) in the 250s. 
Can-Am's Jeff Smith's trip to Idaho 
worked out fine as the former World 
MX champ nipped Charles Galbraith 
(Hus) from Tennessee by one second 
at the flag for the Super Senior Expert 
class victory. 

Lojak brought his Team Husky 
250 to race for the overall. Lojak was 
in fourth when all was said and done, 
and he'd won the 250cc Expert class. 
Yet fierce competitors like him and 
his traveling partner Mike McCarren 
(Yam 200) are after overalls. McCar- 
ren's day was spoiled early on with 
two flats; he ended up fourth in his 
class and may be feeling Series points 
pressure from Boise's Jeff Miller (Kaw) 
who won the 200cc Expert class in 
24th overall. 

Florida's Mark Hyde (Hus) charged 
hard for the first two laps and was. 
running up in the top five. He fell

Shaun Gerber (KTM) just man- 
aged to stay ahead of Martin for an 
overall fifth: Gerber, the 18-year-old 
flash from Lehi, Utah, was beset with 
mechanical gremlins of all types be- 
fore and. during the race. 

“Everytime I look atit, I find some- 
thing else wrong, This is not a good 
day." Gerber’s bike held together, 
though, and the talented desert rac- 
er's fourth Open Expert finish prob- 
ably wouldn't be termed a bad day by 
many. "s 

Shaun's dad, Preston Gerber (KTM 
500), carried bronchial mist taped 
right to his faceguard to counteract 
any dust-induced breathing difficul- 
ties and rode to a solid 33rd overall

Idaho's. first-ever AMA National 


'was a smoothly run, super-fun affair 


with the organizing body, Dirt M.C., 
and promoter Ron Dillon putting on 
afineshow. AMA Referee Bill Tomich 
was ecstatic after the race and the rid- 
ers in general were more than pleased 
with the night life and other ameni- 
ties surrounding the Sun Valley resort 
area. The town of Hailey (a few miles 
down the road from Sun Valley) 
hosted the event with courtesy and 
convenience including a dirt bike 
parade down Main Street on Satur- 
day evening and the Hailey Lions 
put on a great breakfast in the park 
on Sunday morning. 

Weather was bright and clear and 
hot on Sunday for the 10:00 a.m. start 
of the National, as it had been for the 
noon start of the Sportsmen on Sat- 
urday. Over 185 determined racers 
signed-up for the National and 114 of 
them made it to the finish. 

Among Idaho riders doing well, 
last year's SVGP Champ Howard 
Pickett (Yam 250) came from behind 
to motor into 12th overall right behind 
Geoff Ballard. Young, hot Jack 
Struthers (Kaw 250) continued his 
cross-country streaking with a fine 
13th overall and would have done 
much better had he not been forced to 
stop with stomach problems on the 
third lap. Struthers, riding out of his 
dad's Carl's Cycles in Boise, diced 
with Lojack much of the first two 
loopsand was justa bikelength behind 
when the pair of leading 250s turned 
off the asphalt at the start of lap three.

Conspicuous in their absence, 
signed-up Husky teamsters Larry 
Roeseler and Kevin Hines didn’t make 
the start..

Camel Pro Series: Round 16 


Chandler supreme 
at Santa Fe TT

HINSDALE, IL, JUNE 21 
Doug Chandler collected his first Camel Pro 
Series victory of the season at the Santa Fe TT 
and with it took over the series point lead. 
Chandler moved his Freddie Spencer/ 


Scott Pearson on lap four of 


the 25-lap National and never looked 
back. Pearson followed Chandler to

the checkered flag while reigning Na- 
tional Champion Ricky Graham, of 
Team Honda, came from an eighth 
place start to finish third. 

Graham's Honda teammate, Bubba 
Shobert finished fourth and surren-. 
dered his point lead to Chandler by the 
slim margin of two points, 122 to 120 
in Chandler's favor. Pearson's second 
place finish vaulted him into third — 
at 93 points — over Ted Boody at 92. 
Boody did not make the National. 

The Santa Fe track was rough, rut- 
ted and dusty, but that was only half 
the worry because threatening weather 
was in the area. The AMA prudently 
ran a hurry-up program with the Ex- 
perts running straight through 
their National program before the Ju- 
niors set a wheel on the track for 
eliminations. 


Time trials 

Shobert immediately set his stamp 
on the proceedings with a 40.407 second 
lap in qualifying to set fast time. Steve 
Eklund's 1978 track record of 34.69 
wasn't іп any danger. Randy Goss and 
the Bel-Ray/Simpson/Woodland 
Honda-sponsored Honda of Randy 
Green were a few ticks behind Shobert. 
Chandler took fourth quickest time. 
Dave Miller, at 43.313, was the 48th 
qualifier for the program. 


Heats 

Ronnie Jones, the 1980 Santa Fe TT 
National winner, put his GF Racing/ 
Gill Manufacturing Honda into the 
lead of heat one only to have Shobert 
take it away in the third lap with a 
clean pass as the two headed into a 
tight right-hand turn after the first 
jump in the infield. The story of the 
race was Graham and his charge from 
ninth on the start through traffic to 
third by lap eight, Shobert led Jones by 
a good distance at that time and Jones 
was up nearly four seconds on Gra- 
ham, a gap he couldn't close. Shobert's 
heat win proved to the fastest of the 
four, earning him the pole choice for 
the National. 

Pearson led start-to-finish in heat 
two with Freddie Spencer/Super- 
Trapp Racing's Randy Goss applying 
pressure all the way. Goss was also 
under pressure from Terry Poovey and 
then Scott Parker. It was Parker pre- 
vailing for third after gaining some 
breathing room when Poovey ran off 
the track late in the race. Parker was 
third at the finish with Poovey back in 
fourth. 

Steve Eklund, on the Arai/Hi-Point 
Wood-Rotax, and Pioneer Truck 














Lines/Storz/Hi-Point-supported Alex 
Jorgensen had a good battle for the top 
spot in heat three with Eklund leading 
the confrontation for eight laps. Jor- 
gensen made à move on Eklund on 
almost every lap at the tight right- 
hander in the infield. On lap nine, he 
faked an inside move, then an outside 
one and then maneuvered inside to 
gain position and move by. Try as he 
might, Eklund couldn't get back around 
and Jorgy came home the winner. 
Green, who was apparently caught 
sleeping on the start, moved through 
traffic from 10th, only to be caught in a 
four-rider battle for third. Dan Ben- 
nett, leading the pack, crashed on lap 
seven and Green swooped into third 
and a starting spot in the National. 

The fourth heat was red-flagged at 
the end of the sixth lap after a light 
shower started. At that time, Chandler 
held a good lead over the Gardner/ 
Griswold/Board Racing Harley- 
Davidson of Pete Hames and Rich 
King's Garvis Honda Town Honda. 
Due to the weather, the heat was called 
complete and the top three were in the 
National. 


Semis 

The rain forced the AMA and pro- 
moter Howard Tiedt to look for a way 
to gain time. It was decided to cut the 
semis to six laps from 10 and transfer 
the top two finishers rather than the 
normal one each in addition to drop- 
ping the Last Chance Qualifier. The 
bottom line was that the National 
ended up with 16 instead of 15 riders. 

Terry Poovey, on the Gardner Rac- 
ing/Lillie Harley, set himself up in the 
lead of semi one and moved away from 
a fight for second led by the Best 
Machine/Steel Masters Wood-Rotax 
of rookie Don Estep. Estep got the nod 
and the two were in the National. 

Tim Mertens had his Busch/Belle- 
ville Honda-sponsored Honda leading 
the field in semi two, but by the middle 
of lap three it was rookie Chris Carr 
with the lead on his R&B Harley- 
Davidson/Ron Wood-sponsored 
Wood-Rotax. Carr blasted by Mertens 
off the big jump and split with the 
lead. Meanwhile, Ted Boody was try- 
ing everything he could to reel in 
Mertens for the final spot in the Nation- 
al. He fell short. 

“I did the best I could,” said Boody, 
"only tonight it wasn't good enough.

"There was little breathing time be- 
tween the last semi and the gridding of 








the National. Shobert chose the middle 
of the front row of the 6-6-4 three-row 
start for his pole position. 

On the turn of the green starting 
light, Pearson was off like a rocket. “1 
feel better than I have in three sea- 
sons," said Pearson earlier. ‘I’m riding 
better and I’m thinking more. There 
isn'ta minute I'm оп the track that I’m 
not thinking about the race. Before, I 
used to depend on the throttle too 
much, now I depend on my savvy and 
experience.” 

Pearson knows what it’s like to be 
pressured, but to be pressured by some- 
one with more power and/or a better 
set up isn’t fun and Chandler wasn’t 
helping Pearson to have a good night. 
As the lead duo headed into the infield 
on lap four, Chandler made his move 
with a clean pass and zipped by. 

“Doug was faster, that’s all there is 
to it,” said Pearson. “1 couldn’t hold 
him off. He made a good move and got 
by." 
"Scott was fast, but I was going fast- 

er," said Chandler of his move. “1 
knew I had to pass him early or I'd get 
caught in a pack and somebody might 
do something foolish and we'd all go 
down. I had the room to get by Scott 
and I did." 

Once out front, Chandler quickly 
began to put real estate between him- 
self and his pursuers. Pearson was 
being pressured by Jones, Hames, Sho-

It is appropriate to begin this story. of 
Edward Turner in the center of England. 
One afternoon in 1948 I was riding my Tiger 
100 through the village of Meriden on my 


way to the Triumph factory 
half a mile away: The end of a 
250-mile journey which had 
started four hours earlier from 


the town of Launceston in the west- 
ern county of Cornwell. I was the 
Triumph roadman for the midland 
and southwest area of England, and a 
phone message was waiting for me 
when I arrived at the shop of the 
Launceston dealer at noon.-The Tri- 
umph chief Edward Turner wanted 
to see me in his office at 4:00 p.m. The 
only speed restriction sign I did not 
ignore on the journey was the last 
one, the 30 mph limit through Mer- 
iden village and this was sacrosant 
for all Triumph test riders to pre- 
clude any complaints from the in- 
habitants of this quiet place in the 
geographical center of England. 

As I rode past the duckpond in the 
center of the village, the quietness 
and speed limit were shattered by a 
Grand. Prix Triumph which over- 
took me. The megaphone exhaust 
system howled, there was no registra- 
tion number plate, and the crouch- 
ing rider wore no helmet. By the time 
I passed the de-restriction sign he was 
at the top of Meriden hill and seconds 
later I heard the crescendo of noise as 
he went down through the gears for 
the slowdown at the factory entrance. 
As I rode through the gates I saw the 
machine parked by the office doors 
and the rider walking up the steps. 

It was the boss himself, Edward 
Turner, the engineering and com- 
mercial genius who chose to devote 
his abilities to the motorcycle indus- 





try, and whose brilliance was respon- 
sible for the dominant position of the 
Meridan Company over many years. 

Edward Turner was born in Lon- 
don at the beginning of 1901 and he 
often recalled his boyhood memories 
of streets lit by gas lamps and crowded 
with horse-drawn wagons and coach- 
es. His father owned an engineering 
factory which manufactured a wide 
range of products and undoubtedly it 
was this environment which shaped 
the future for the young Edward. 
While still a schoolboy he began to 
develop his creative talents by sug- 
gesting methods of improving manu- 
facturing processes in the Turner 
workshops. On his mother’s side of 
the family his grandparents were in 
the coachbuilding business and his 
grandmother was a member of the 
Hillman family whose name was 
later to become well-known when 
Hillman cars were manufactured in 
Coventry. 


In 1917 Edward decided to leave 
school and follow his friends into the 
war. This must have involved giving 
a false age, but he was accepted for 
training as a radio operator and went 
to sea in an armed merchant ship for 
the remainder of the war. 

It was a Harley-Davidson which 
first started his interest in motorcy- 
cles, and throughout his career he 
retained a special affection for Har- 
leys. His elder brother owned one 
which Edward took many times to 
the famous speed bowl track at Brook- 
lands a few miles west of London, 
racing with the top riders of that era. 
The post war demand for motorcy- 
cles was gathering momentum and 





having decided that it was a good 
timeto start in the business, heopened 
asmall shop in southeast London for 
the repair of machines, the sale of 
used models and parts. The Birming- 
ham Veloce factory gave him a deal- 
ership and the story 1s probably true 
that heshowed them how to redesign 
the overhead camshaft arrangement 
which had given epidemic trouble. 
Certainly he was kept busy with 
Velocettes which were brought into 
his shop with this problem, and this 
was probably the time when he de- 
cided. to go ahead with his urge to 
design his own machine. It was a 21 
cubic inch, single-cylinder type with 
overhead camshaft and having pro- 
duced all the detail drawings, he man- 
ufactured the engine components us- 
ing his own workshop tools, most of 
which he had made by hand. 

From this beginning he went on to 
design and build an engine of the 
same capacity with a gear-driven cam- 
shaft and this attracted the interest of 
the technical press which published 
detail drawings in 1925. They showed 
distinct similarities with the Interna- 
tional Norton motor which was pro- 
duced later. The time had come for 
Turner to close his London shop and 
move to Birmingham, which was the 
center of. the motorcycle industry, 
and he took with him the date of the 
machine which he hoped would go 
into commercial production. In fact, 
it went no further, but its designer had 
taken the first step along the road 
which would lead him to the top of 
the industry. 

In Birmingham he met John Young 
Sangster, the boss of the Ariel factory, 
himself an engineer and whose fam- 
ily had been associated with Ariel 
since the company was first formed. 
With this meeting began a partner- 
ship which led the industry for some 
40 years. The Chief Designer at Ariel 
was a very able man named Val Page 
and Turner was appointed to assist 
him as Chief Development Engineer. 
This title was not as important as it 
appeared, for with the industry and 
the country facing a recession, there 
was little money available for new 
models. 

For some time the new man worked 
on improving the range of Ariel 
single-cylinder models but later was 
given the go-ahead to design and 
develop a four. The first new engine 
was of 30 cubic-inch capacity with a 
chain-driven overhead camshaft. It 
had a remarkably high power-to- 
weight ratio but as the production 
costs of an entirely new model were 
prohibitive, it was installed in the 
frame of the standard 30 cubic-inch 
single-cylinder machine, and put on 
the market in 1931. Later on the 
Square Four, as it was known, was 
given its own model identity and the 
capacity increased to 36 cubic-inch 
with push-rod-operated valves. In cre- 
ating this machine, which was way 
ahead of anything else in the indus- 
try, Turner had established imself as 
the one man capable of restoring the 
sagging fortunes of the Ariel com- 
pany and putting it on the sound 
commerical basis which made possi- 
ble thesubsequent domination of the 
motorcycle business by the Sangster/- 
Turner partnership. The Square Four 
continued until 1952 and with the 
early motors having been superseded 
by a 60 cubic-inch unit. 

In 1932 Val Page left Ariel to join 
the Triumph company in Coventry 
and Turner moved into the vacated 
chair. To add to the Square Four he 
introduced the range of single cyl- 
inder Red Hunter models which had 
immediate success and made sub- 
stantial contributions to the profit- 
ability of the rejuvenated factory. 
Meanwhile the Triumph company 
was going the opposite way and 








badly needed more than the engineer- . 


‘ing skills of its Chief Designer Val 


Page. He had concentrated mainly 
on the design and development of a 
parallel twin which was introduced 
in 1934. It was the first of its type but 
it had in fact been started by Page at 
the Ariel factory and was basically 
half of the Turner four. It is likely 
that this was done with Turner's 
knowledge but with no thought that 
Page might take the project with him 
to the opposition. It has been recorded 
that when the new machine was an- 
nounced, Turner was angry. How- 
ever, it was destined to have a short 
lifeas the Triumph management saw 
no worthwhile prospects for the mo- 
torcycle side of the company and 
finally decided to concentrate entirely 
on its car business. 


In late 1935 the motorcycle subsi- 
diary became available for purchase 
and the shrewd John Young Sangster 
made an offer which was accepted. 
He bought not only the manufactur- 
ing rights but the entire Coventry 
plantand equipment, and, according 
to Turner, at a bargain price. The 
name created for the new organiza- 
tion was the Triumph Engineering 
Company and its inaugural meeting 
took place.at a Coventry hotel in 
January 1936. Many Triumph deal- 
ers attended by invitation, and pre- 
siding over the function was the new 
company Chairman Siegfried Bett- 
mann who came to England from 
Germany in 1884 and formed the 
Triumph Cycle Company three years 
later, using the name Triumph for its 
universal interpretation. The first 
motorcycle was made in 1902 with a 
Belgian engine and three years later 
the factory made its own. Bettmann, 
who was to become Major of Coven- 
try, built up a high personal reputa- 
tion over his many years with the 
company and it was a clever move by 
Sangster to bring him back as Chair- 
man to inaugurate the new one. When 
he retired shortly afterwards, Sangs- 
ter took over and brought in Turner as 
Managing Director and Chief De- 
signer. 

The old factory in the center of the 
city was well equipped, the person- 
nel were long experienced in the 
skills of motorcycle manufacture and 
welcomed the new leadership which 
quickly injected the confidence which 
had been lacking under the previous 
regime. Production methods were im- 
proved to a high standard of cost- 
saving efficiency and the initial target 
of output was exceeded rapidly. T'urn- 
er got to work on the range of single- 
cylinder machines, gave them more 
performance with more attractive 
styling, and with the national econ- 
omy looking brighter the order books 
began to fill. He rationalized the 
range to three models, of 15, 21, and 
30 cubic-inch engines and with his 
flair for names he called them the 
Tigers, 70, 80 and 90. They were 
highly successful and the Tiger defi- 
nition was continued for many years. 
The Val Page twin had been aban- 
doned and Page returned to his Ariel 
office to resume his excellent work 
for a further 25 years. 

With the Coventry factory produc- 
ing the Tigers at full capacity, Turner 
had been busy designing the twin- 
cylinder machine which was to make 
them obsolete and shock the compet- 
itor companies BSA, Matchless, AJS, 
Royal Enfield and Norton. The 30 cu- 
bic-inch engine had parallel bores of 
63mm and a 80mm stroke, the same 
dimensions as the 15 cubic-inch Tiger 
single so as to utilize existing manu- 
facturing equipment. The hemis- 
pherical cylinder ‚head with its 90° 
valves, short push rods and front and 
rear camshafts closely resembled the 
arrangement on the engine of the 
Riley car which Turner owned and 





which he had tuned to obtain the 
maximum performance he needed 
for high-speed trips to London with 
his wife for evenings in town. The 
new machine, to which he gave the 
name Speed Twin, was introduced in 
1938 and it was at once a sensational 
success. Production costs were sim- 
ilar to those of the Tiger singles, the 
selling price was attractive to the cus- 
tomer and orders poured in. The 
Speed Twin was the foundation upon 
which was built the most successful 
company in the U.K. motorcycle in- 
dustry. In the following year Turner 
produced another winner, a higher- 
performance version named the Tiger 
100 with handsome black and silver 
finish, and each machine had a per- 
formance certificate. 


It was during this period that Turn- 
er suffered a dreadful personal disas- 
ter. He had invited two friends with 
their wives for a weekend at his home 
near Coventry and while the young 
Mrs. Turner took the ladies into 
town, he showed the men around the 
factory. After driving them back to 
his house he became concerned that 
his wife and companions had not 
returned after a considerable time 
and he thought there might have 
been some trouble with the car. He 
drove back towards Coventry to look 
for them and he did not have to go 
very far. There had been a head-on 
crash between a car and a truck. The 





car was his wife’s and the three occu- 
pants were killed. Sangster took him 
away out of England for a while and 
when they returned Turner buried 
his grief in long hours of work at the 
plant. 

E.T., as he became known, and 
which abbreviation I will now use, 
hada 21 cubic-inch OHV model ready 
for introduction in 1939, but with the 
war clouds gathering it was suspended 
when the government demanded the 
entire output of the factory for mil- 
itary services. The bright colors of the 
Tiger 100 and Speed Twin changed 
to dull grey. E.T. then turned his 
attention to designing lighter weight 
military machines with 30 cubic-inch 
side-valve and 21 cubic-inch overhead- 
valve engines. The side-valve type 
began production towards the end of 
1939 and many were delivered in the 
following months. The smaller model 
displayed the fertility of its designer’s 
brain. It was an ultra-lightweight 
with compact unit construction of 
engine and gearbox, small wheels, 
and, for the first time, a crankshaft- 
mounted alternator for lighting. So 
successful was this machine in test 
evaluation by the military authori- 
ties that its specification was standar- 
ized by the government for produc- 
tion by other manufacturers also. 

In addition to maximum output of 
motorcycles, the Triumph factory was 
making aircraft components, tank

race, Isle of Man, on a Tiger 100 Triumph, averaging 82.45 mph.

tracks, vehicle parts and a winch pow- 
ered by the 30 cubic-inch twin-cylinder 
engine. The first production quan- 
tity of the new military model was 
being completed in September 1940 
when German bombers hit Coventry 
with a heavy raid around midnight, 
destroying much of the city center 
and wrecking the Triumph factory. 
Salvaging whatever equipment could 
be repaired, efforts were made to re- 
sume manufacture of components, but 
further raids put an end to the history 
of the Triumph association with Cov- 
entry and E.T. moved the activities to 
an old foundry building 10 miles 
away in Warwick. Within а few weeks 
parts were being made for military 
machines, and in June 1941 produc- 
tion of a 21 cubic-inch model com- 
menced. The engine was a modified 
version of the Tiger 80 single-cylinder 
unit. Meanwhile, work started on 
building a new factory at Meriden, 
and by March 1942 some machine 
tools were installed and in operation. 


Manufacture of the military model 
went ahead at Meriden the same year, 
but not under the direction of E.T. 
For some reason, and probably not 
unconnected with the frequent clash 
of their different personalities, he 
had a serious quarrel with Sangster 
and resigned from the company. The 
quiet, introverted Sangster was the 
exact opposite of E.T. but with equal 
determination and never prepared to 
back down, and when he learned that 
E.T. had joined the rival BSA com- 
pany as Chief Designer he started the 
move which would bring him back. 


It was not difficult to discover that 
E.T. had started to design a military 
model with a 30-cubic inch side-valve 
engine and it was planned to com- 
mence production in three months. 
Instructions were given by Sangster 
to designer Bert Hopwood (who had 
joined Triumph with E.T.) that the 
prototype of a similar model must be 
ready for demonstration in two 
months. Hopwood and his team did 
the task in seven weeks and in Febru- 
ary 1943 Sangster hosted a press 
launching at the Grosvenor hotel in 
London where the machine was 
shown and was ridden by the press- 
men. The introduction of the BSA 
many months later was a non-event, 
and as Sangster had expected, E.T. 
was soon back with Triumph where 
he was reinstated as Managing Direc- 
tor. He stayed there for the next 21 
years, and organized the Meriden fac- 
tory into a highly-efficient profit- 
making plant. When the production 
of military machines ended, Triumph 
had made more than 49,000 and the 
company was ready for the demands 
of the civilian market. The Speed 
Twin and Tiger 100 were soon back 
in business. 





My first meeting with E.T. was in 
March 1946 when, wearing army uni- 
form for the last time, I was inter- 
viewed by him for the position of 
roadman. My pre-war years in the 
industry with the Rudge factory may 
have helped beat the competitors for 
the job, but I threw in the story of my 
Tiger 100 ride at St. Nazaire in June 
1940. 

I was among the remnants of the 
British army hoping to get out of 
France after Dunkirk and my unit 
arrived at the harbor during heavy 
daylight bombing. Waiting for our 
turn to be taken out to the Cunard 
liner Lancastria became unpleasant 
and two of us decided that life would 
be safer on the airfield which was 
crowded with abandoned vehicles and 
therefore unlikely to be destroyed. 
From the many motorcycles we chose 
a couple of Tigers and went on a 
recce ride, and a while later we saw 
the smoke rising from the bay when 
the Lancastria was hit. She went 
down very quickly and took thou- 
sands with her. 

E.T. recalled some of his experien- 
ces at sea in 1918 and then welcomed 
me aboard his Triumph ship. He has 
been described by some of his con- 
temporaries as egotistical, arrogant, 
self-opinionated and ruthless in his 
determination but all agreed that he 
was the most brilliant engineer the 
industry ever had. In the later years of 
a personal life which was only briefly 
happy, he mellowed and revealed the 
charm which was hidden beneath the 
Churchillian type of personality. I 
count myself as privileged to have 
had his help and friendship through- 
out the years of our association. 

In 1946 and for a long time after- 
wards, the demand for Triumph ma- 
chines was far greater than could be 
met, but E.T. wisely studied the po- 
tential in markets beyond Britain, 
and the U.S.A. in particular. Half of 
the Meriden output was soon to be 
sent overseas and most of this went to 
Johnson Motors of Pasadena, Cali- 
fornia, owned by Bill Johnson, who 
was a lawyer and was very fond of 
motorcycles. He and his associate 
Wilbur Cedar built upa fine business 
for Triumph and I shall long re- 
member the week I had with them in 
Pasadena. At the Triumph dealer 
convention I met Catalina Grand 
Prix winner Bud Ekins of Los Angeles, 
California, and greatly enjoyed an 
afternoon riding with him in the 
hills. He was my guest in England 
several times and through him I met 
Steve McQueen when the film The 
Great Escape was being made. ә

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CPSC ATV hearing in Texas 
Statler's demands

The second U.S. Consumer Products Safety 
Commission public hearing on ATV safety 
showed that, although the struggle is far 
from over, the pendulum has clearly swung 


away from CPSC Commissioner 
Stuart Statler’s repeated calls 
for a ban and recall of ATVs 
and towards the ATV industry. 

Over 35 people testified to the 
overall safety of the ATV while only 
six went on record as actually con- 
demning the use of ATVs. 

The hearing began with the open- 
ing statements of Commission Chair- 
man Terrence Scanlon, Commissioner 
Carol.G. Dawson and Commissioner 
Statler. Scanlon stated in his opening 
remarks that “As you may know, the 
CPSC has been looking into the 
design, performance, handling and 
use of these vehicles ever since a sharp 
increase in injuries and deaths asso- 
ciated with ATV usage became evi- 
dent last year. However, we have not 
reached any conclusions as to what is 


causing all these accidents or what: 


might be done to prevent them. In 
fact, that is what today's hearing is all 
about. We want to hear, first-hand, 
from those of you who have an interest 
in ATVs, whether they are, in fact, 


'dangerous and, if so, what you think 


should be done to make them less 
so." 

Scanlon later added, “At this point, 
we still do not know enough about 
ATVs to decide what is most approp- 
riate, and we certainly do not have 
enough data to justify a ban of ATV 
sales or a recall of those ATVs already 
in use." 

In her opening remarks, Dawson 
continued to show her positive atti- 
tude towards the ATV issue. “I realize 
that many of you here today are 
owners and riders of ATVs and advo- 
cates of their safe use. You enjoy the 
pleasure they provide, and you don't 
want to see them banned. You believe 
that much of government regulation 
is excessive and can't understand why 
Washington seems to be trying to tell 
you what to do. Let me say, I com- 
pletely agree with you. I believe in 
the principle of attempting to reduce 
federal regulation of our daily lives.” 

Statler missed the first CPSC meet- 
ing in Jackson, Mississippi on May 30. 
In his time off, however, Statler has 
not grown any more compassionate 
towards the ATV and opened with 
“Today's hearing will deal with the 
escalating number of deaths and ser- 
ious injuries associated with All-Ter- 
rain Vehicles (ATVs). This is a safety 
problem of immense proportions now 
unfolding across the country. Over 
the last three-plus years, more than 
125,000 Americans have been injured 
in accidents involving ATVs, and 
another 161 killed. For 1985 alone, 
it’s highly likely that more than 100 
Americans will be killed using ATVs 
and another 100,000 seriously injured. 
And so Statler’s demands of these 
tragedies involve youngsters — so 
far, 45% of fatalities have been kids 
under 16 years of age; and 24%, kids 
under 12. 
properly, a rider must induce insta- 
bility,” Statler said. “To turn a three- 
wheeler, one of the rear wheels must 
break traction with the ground, caus- 
ing the vehicle to be precariously 
balanced on two wheels, one front, 





one back. In doing that, the user must 
shift his weight, but not his body, in 
the direction away from the turn in 
order to permit the vehicle to turn. 
This maneuver is entirely opposite 
what our instincts tell us and every- 
thing our experience with other veh- 
icles has taught us.” 

Statler has a habit of repeating the 
phrases in his statement that he feels 
are of importance. Не repeated his 
statements of “instability” and “опе 
of two rear wheels must break trac- 
tion," whilesitting smugly a good 30 
feet from the three-wheeler on dis- 
play in front of him. 

Statler went on to say "It's bewild- 
ering to me, in view of the staggering 
toll of tragedy, why any conscien- 
tious firm wouldn't take action now 
— not months or years from now 
when a safety standard may finally 
see the light of day — to halt current 
production and sale of its ATVs until 
satisfied that a far safer design is in 
the offing. Ata minimum apart from 
any current training and education 
efforts, manufacturers, I believe, 
should contact all existing ATV own- 
ers, apprise them of the spiraling 
incident rate, spell out the risks in- 
volved (especially to youngsters), and 
detail explicit safety precautions em- 
phasizing in no uncertain terms that 
these vehicles are not recommended 
for children under 14." 

Statler's stated recommendations 
for a safer three-wheeler included “а 
limited-slip differential on the rear 
axle to enhance turning stability; 
smaller rear wheels or reconfiguring 
the vehicle's frame to lower its center 
of gravity; increased front and rear 
suspension to help prevent vehicle 
spills upon hitting uncertain uneven 
terrain or an object in its path; fixed 
devices to limit high-speed use with- 
out otherwise compromising vehicle 
power or performance; smaller seats 
to discourage riding double.” 

After reading from his prepared 
statement, Statler said “We (meaning 
Statler and the other commissioners) 
have the same philosophy, but a dif- 
ferent message. I believe in the least 
drastic means. I would love it if this 
industry would take it on their own 
beginning yesterday, but I don’t see 
that happening. The ATV industry 
pretends the vehicle is not even a part 
of the problem.” 

Commissioner Scanlon followed 
Statler's statement by telling the audi- 
ence that each commissioner is an 
independent. 

The hearing consisted of nine pan- 
els and the first was made up of both 
pro-ATV witnesses and anti-ATV 
witnesses. Dr. E. Stevers Golladay of 
Little Rock, Arkansas said that ATV- 
related injuries are close to reaching 
an epidemic level, that 4% of the total 
admissions in Little Rock’s Child- 
ren’s Hospital are from ATV related 
injuries, and that the use of helmets 
would avoid a vast number of injur- 
ies. He called for a specific code with 
more accurate description of numbers 
of injuries and deaths and stated that 
“they should be kept off the streets. I 
agree with Commissioner Statler’s 
opinion.” 








Dr. Jonathan Lee of Shreveport, 
Louisiana followed with more statis- 
tics from his area and told of an ATV 
rider killed while crossing a high- 
way; a girl who wheelied into a vehi- 
cle in front of her and suffered mas- 
sive head injuries while wearing a 
helmet; a 20-year-old male (no helmet) 
who was racing with three friends at 
about 45-50 mph when one of his 
ATV’s rear wheels touched theirs — 
he crashed into a parked pick-up 
truck. Lee added that most of the in- 
juries are head and facial injuries and 
that there is a high potential for 
serious injury even with experienced 
riders, but also added that only 7% are 
wearing protective clothing. Lee said 
that protective gear would help but 
more importantly the instability of 
the vehicle was at fault. 

Dr. Edward Heiden, a consultant 
to Honda in Washington, D.C., testi- 
fied that more accurate data was 
needed on the subject. Heiden sug- 
gested data on behavior to separate 
the average riders and the injured 
riders. 

Jerry Hill from the Bureau of En- 
vironmental Health Science, Arkansas 
Department of Health in Little Rock, 
Arkansas said “1 personally feel the 
cause is the lack of respect for the 
vehicle. The majority of accidents are 
caused by unsafe riding habits.” 

Following each panel's testimonies, 
the commissioners asked questions. 


After questioning from Dawson, Gol- : 


laday said he didn't know the size of 
the machines the kids were hurt on 
and said “There is not a great deal of 
difference between 30 and 40 mph." 


Statler took the floor with ques- 
tions to the first panel and after get- 
ting more injury statistics from the 
two doctors, began to question Heiden 
for wanting to gather more factual 
statistics. "Should they wait?" Statler 
asked. "Kids are dying daily, do we 
continue to wait?” 

Statler followed more questioning 
with, "What if we learn that the 
injury rate continues to spiral? By 
December of this year if it isn't work- 
ing does that create a feeling in your 
minds that the vehicle needs to be 
re-designed?" This prompted Scan- 
lon into saying “I feel it is misleading 
for a fellow Commissioner to imply 
the Commission isn’t doing any- 
thing...” Statler started to inter- 
rupt Scanlon, who cut him off, say- 
ing “Please don't interrupt, let's do it 
in a judicious manner . . ." Statler 
interrupted anyway, saying, “In a 
year and a half I'll be off the Commis- 
sion (referring to the expiration of 
his current term)." And with that the 
hearing room broke into applause. 

Panel two saw Kenneth Packer of 
Packer Engineering in Naperville, 
Illinois and another Packer engineer, 
Kevin Breen, testify to the safety of 
the ATV. Packer said that the ATV 
was truly a valuable asset and that a 
study should involve human input, 
mechanical input and environmen- 
tal input. Packer also challenged the 
movement towards restricted use by 
children by saying “This can con- 
tribute to our youth.” 

Breen added that the ATV is a 
rider-active vehicle and said that rider 
input is an important part of how it's 
operated. Because of the necessary 
rider input, Breen said the ATV needs 
the big seat for rider movement. He 
also added that a differential would 


- limit the predictability of power to 


the rear wheels and would hurt the 
ATV rather than help it. Breen then 
asked to show a video tape of a test he 
had performed, but Scanlon said he 
was out of time. 

Floyd Gibson, a Honda dealer from 
Texarkana, Texas showed slides 
of tests he had done in regard to air 
pressure. The slides showed the same 
ATV with both over- and under- 











pressurized tires. While Scanlon and 
Dawson showed interest in looking 
at the slides, Statler would only take 
an occasional glance at the screen. 
Gibson claimed that reducing the air 
pressure reduces the speed and en- 
hances the handling of the ATVs. 

Dr. Robert Woods, a mechanical 
engineer from the University of Texas, 
spoke on behalf of a competition 
held at colleges throughout the nation 
in the building of a four-wheeled 
ATV. Wood claimed that four-wheel- 
ers are more stable than three, while 
still providing the same thrill and 
excitement. Wood said his four- 
wheeler could enter a hairpin at full 
speed on tarmac and not turn over. 

When questioned by Statler, Wood 
said that three-wheelers were banned 
from the competition because of sta- 
bility problems. Breen contested that 
the twocould not be compared because 
Wood's vehicle could not go over 
logs or through water and was a non- 
rider-active vehicle. Statler now had a 
new angle and continually asked “‘Is 
the four-wheeled vehicle more stable 
than a three-wheeled vehicle?" Daw- 
son persuaded the other commission- 
ers to look at Breen's video, but the 
VCR would not work. They later 
watched the video at the lunch break. 

Alan Isley of the Specialty Vehicle 
Institute of America (SVIA) testified 
that from this day forward the manu- 
facturers have agreed to label each 
new machine with an age recom- 
mendation. All 50cc ATVs will not 
be recommended for riders under six, 
70-80cc vehicles will not be recom- 
mended for riders under 12 and all 
others will not be recommended for 
riders under 14. Roger Hagie of Kawa- 
saki said “Off-road riding needs re- 
spect regardless of how many wheels. 
It has to be ridden and it is up to the 
rider of when and how to ride. It 
doesn't involve disengaging the brain 
or learning new rules of physics.” 

One of the surprising testimonies 
of the day came from Ronald Mont- 
renec of Ram Industries. Montrenec's 
company sells a steering damper for 
ATVs that he claims makes the vehi- 
cle safer. His testimony raised the 
Commission’s eyebrows when he stat- 
ed that he approached both Honda 
and Kawasaki with his product. He 
said they turned him down, despite 
liking the product, because it would 
admit liability. Douglas Somers of 
the law firm representing Honda 
responded with “We have never asked 
to cover up any safety device. There 
may be some downsides to the prod- 
uct, it may not apply to the recrea- 
tional rider." The Commission stated 
that the matter would need looking 
into at another time. 

When it was Statler's turn to ques- 
tion the subject turned, once again, 
to three- vs. four-wheelers. Don 
Brandt, of Adventure Vehicles, Inc., 
said that four-wheel models of ATVs 
are safer than the three. Hagie, how- 
ever, said Kawasaki's venture into the 
four-wheeled market was strictly a 
marketing decision and had nothing 
to do with safety. Statler tried to get 
Hagie to say something about the 
other manufacturers’ “kiddie ATVs,” 
but Hagie wouldn’t take the bait. It 
was then brought to Statler’s atten- 
tion that the so called “kiddie ATVs” 
won't go over 12 mph. 

Somers testified that differentials 
were unsafe on bumps and uneven 
terrain, but said the regular ATV 
only required a slight and simple 
weight shift. Statler’s ears perked up 
and he inquired “Do you have to 
break traction?" Somers replied that 
it was simply loading the outside 
wheel and said it was not a problem. 
Statler jumped in with a “Some would 
call that inducing instability." 

One witness gave a very simple but 
correct analogy of how to turn a 








three-wheeler, saying it compares to 
roller skating; to turn on skates you 
put on your weight on your outside 
foot and lean towards the turn. The 
same is true for cornering a three- 
wheeler. 

Four anti-ATV witnesses testified. 
The first was Dr. John Coppedge of 
Longview, Texas, who spoke on the 
"big problem" of ATV injuries. He 
said there is an epidemic of injuries 
going unreported. The second tes- 
timony came from John Spain of 
Baton Rouge, Louisiana, who told of 
his son losing his arm at the elbow in 
an ATV accident. He said his son, 
whose crash was featured in an ABC- 
TV 20/20 segment, was being super- 
vised by three adults and it was not 
caused by rider error. Spain claims 
that children have problems shifting 
weight and controlling ATVs. Jerry 
McKenzie of Longview, Texas told of 
his son who is in a coma due to an 
ATV accident. McKenzie said ‘Ме 
need regulation." Lynn Daul testi- 
fied that her 12-year-old son turned 
right on a 12-inch incline and cap- 
sized. “He shattered his right leg and 
if he didn’t lunge away from the ATV 
he would have been crushed.” Daul 
said TV advertisements encouraged 
the family to purchase the ATV be- 
cause everybody was having such a 
good time. Later in the hearing a pro- 
ATV witness, John Reidhar of Des 
Arc, Arkansas, said it was lucky Daul 
wasn't watching a Miller Beer com- 
mercial or she'd be an alcoholic. 

ATV dealers from all over Texas 
and its neighboring states testified at 
the hearing with all agreeing on one 
thing; the ATV manufacturers are 
thinking of safety and every new 
three-wheeler is made as safe as pos- 
sible. The dealers relayed to the Com- 
mission that they rely on repeat busi- 
ness and would not sell anything 
dangerous to their customers. 

At one point Statler said, “I hope it 
never becomes necessary for the gov- 
ernment to ban these vehicles." He 
later added “I can assure you, there 
are no timetables for banning and 
whoever told you that bullarchy 
doesn't know what they're talking 
about. I've not urged a ban on this 
commission, yet. There has been no 
repeated call for bans and no time- 
table for banning; I have seen it in 
one publication.” 

When one witness held up a copy 
of ATV News, Statler commented 
“Tve read them. They don't quote me 
correctly and I just hope they take the 
words I зау.” 

Statler's comments about a time- 
table for banning ATVs referred to a 
restricted CPSC memo, recently ex- 
posed by Cycle News, that included a 
umetable for initiating litigation to 
force a ban and recall of ATVs, prior 
to the CPSC even beginning an inves- 
tigation into causes of ATV-related 
injuries. 

Statler has on numerous occasions 
called for a ban and recall of ATVs, in 
printed documents and statements, at 
CPSC and Congressional hearings, 
and on television; those statements 
area matter of public record. Reports 
of his demand for a halt to ATV pro- 
duction and a recall of ATVs already 
sold have appeared in several issues 
of Cycle News and ATV News, both 
published by Cycle News, Inc. 

Observers suggest that Statler's ref- 
erences to articles published in Cycle 
News and ATV News reflects the 
strong criticism — stimulated by those 
articles — that his position has re- 
ceived recently from the other CPSC 
Commissioners and from Members 
of Congress.

Test: 1985 Kawasaki KX250 D-1 
More than just 


improved

How many times in the past has Kawasaki 
been so close to claiming best production 
250cc motorosser only to be edged out by 
either Suzuki, Honda or Yamaha? It's hap- 


pened more times than Kawa- 
saki likes to think about; they're 
quite familiar with the old say- 
ing, close but no cigar. 

Kawasaki is out to change all that 
in 1985 with the new KX250 Works 
Replica that features an all-new en- 
gine, suspension, frame and styling. 
Last year's KX250 couldn't match the 
Honda CR250 and the Yamaha YZ250 
in either the motor or suspension de- 
partment. This could be the year, 
though, that the Kawasaki takes the 
lead. 

The most obvious change to the 
motor is the addition of a power- 
valve design, called the Kawasaki 
Integrated Power-valve System 
(K.LP.S.), intended to give the KX 
stronger low-end and top-end power. 
The K.I.P.S. system includes an ex- 
haust resonator, two auxiliary exhaust 
sub-ports, two valves to open and 
close the resonator and sub-ports, 
and.a crankshaft-driven ball-ramp 
governor. 

At low rpm, the dual valves simul- 
taneously open the resonator and 





close the sub-ports to boost power off 
the bottom. At high rpm, the valves 
close the resonator and open the sub- 
ports to gain power on top. The sys- 
tem shares a little bit of both Yama- 
ha's YPVS and Honda's ATAC 
power-valve systems. 

The single cylinder, two-stroke, 
70x64.9mm bore and stroke, 249cc 
motor is liquid-cooled, but the dual 
radiators are now longer and nar- 
rower than before and are mounted 
2.12 inches lower to improve the cen- 
ter of gravity. Engine cooling has 
been improved by redesigning the cyl- 
inder head for better water flow. The 
radiator still hold 1.1 liters of coolant. 

The KX now has a center-port 
exhaust system to go along with the 
new power-valve. A redesigned ex- 
haust pipe routes to the right side of 
the bike and bends radically (but not 
as radically as the KX500) around the 
radiator; at the end of the pipe is a 
new, rebuildable aluminum silencer. 

'To reduce grabbing and chatter- 
ing, the wet clutch has been rede- 
signed so the clutch gear is not 
mounted solidly to the clutch hub; 
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Even though the Kawasaki has an adjustable rear shock strut, it’s best to 
leave it in the stock position. Tires are M-37 and M-38 Bridgestones. 








instead, it’s a floating type making 
engagement and disengagement 
smoother. The five-speed, constant 
mesh transmission has the same gear 
ratios. The folding shiftlever, though, 
is now aluminum-alloy, as is the 
(primary) kickstarter lever, to reduce 
weight. 

The KX hasa large 40mm (up from 
$8mm) Mikuni round-slide carbure- 
tor, which features a flat-R-bottom 
slide with a radiused cutaway around 
the needle to improve low-speed auto- 
mization and air flow. It has a choke 
pull-type knob located on the right 
side of the body. The new carb feeds 
fuel into an eight-petal dual-stage 
reed-valve that uses highly-throttle- 
sensitive carbon-fiber reeds. Inside 
the reed-valve intake chamber are 
new reed-valve air guides designed to 
reduce intake fuel turbulence for 
smoother and quicker throttle re- 
sponse. 

The carburetor sucks air through 
Kawasaki's new Fresh Air Intake Sys- 
tem (F.A.I.S.). Air now enters the air- 
box from a chamber mounted directly 
underneath the gas tank. Air flows 
around the front number plate and 
into a duct (under the tank) that fun- 
nels the air to the carb, after being 
filtered by a single, oiled-foam air fil- 
ter element. The filter can be reached 
without having to take off the seat or 
the right side panel, after removing 
four airbox cover screws. For addi- 
tional breathing, there are 10 small, 
circular holes in the airbox cover. 

Because of ignition stator failures 
last year, the lead wire terminal has 
been reinforced, and the crankshaft 
contact area has been enlarged. The 
CDI's ignition curve is now the same 
as the 1983 KXs, but full advance has 
been changed to 20° BTDC. 

All of these things are tucked inside 
an all-new high-tensile steel frame 
which is now painted silver instead 








of traditional black. To accommo- 
date the center-port exhaust system, 
the single front downtube splits into 
a double cradle right where the pipe 
mates with the cylinder. The large- 
diameter-tubing frame is slightly 
lighter this year but is heavily gusset- 
ted. Rake is 28?, trail 4.7-inches. 
Wheelbase is 57.7 inches, seat height 
34 inches and ground clearance 14.8 
inches. 

The front, air-adjustable, telescopic 
fork isn’t radically changed for 1985, 
but it does have a three-way mechan- 
ical preload adjuster externally- 
mounted at the top of the fork legs. 
The 10-way compression damping 
adjuster, 43mm diameter stanchion 
tubes, and 11.8-inch wheel travel are 
all unchanged; however, the steering 
stem is now aluminum-alloy to reduce 
weight. Fork gaitors are no longer 
used. 

The revamped, single-shock, Uni- 
Trak rear suspension system is fully 
adjustable: The rocker-arm strut, 
compression and rebound damping 
and preload adjustments can all be 
tinkered with to satisfy riders’ prefer- 
ences; but Kawasaki recommends 
leaving the strut adjustment alone. If 
the strut is adjusted any shorter to 
lower seat height, the back end will 
bottom harshly, creating tremendous 
stress on the adjuster bolt and caus- 
ing it to snap in half: 

New this year is the dual-range 
compression damping system, with 
two four-way adjusters: one controls 
damping rates in low-speed situa- 
tions, and the other controls damp- 
ing rates in high-speed situations. 
When the shock is loaded slowly, the 
low-speed damping control keeps the 
rear wheel from hopping, and when 
the shock is loaded quickly, the high- 
speed damping control helps reduce 
bottoming. The KX is the only moto- 
crosser offering this kind of adjust-

ability. There are no changes made to 
theexternal compression and rebound 
damping, and preload adjustment. 

The shock also has a new auto- 
matic heat compensator that helps 
reduce damper fade. As the tempera- 
ture of the shock increases, the damp- 
ing compensator expands, and a 
spring-loaded tapered needle valve 
progressively increases damping to 
help maintain constant shock action. 
Wheel travel has been slightly upped 
to 12.6 inches, from 12.4 inches. The 
aluminum-alloy swingarm is the same 
as on the 1984 KX. 

Up front, the KX has, for the 
second year, a hydraulic front disc 
brake along with a braided-stainless- 
steel line. The drilled-out disc is 8.7- 
inches in diameter. The rear brake is 
a 5.1х1.1-іпсһ single-leading-shoe 
drum. 

The 21-inch front and 18-inch rear 
aluminum-alloy rims are made by 
D.LD. with 10-gauge straight-pull 
spokes. Tires are 90/90-21-inch M-37 
(front) and 130/80-18-inch M-38 (rear) 
four-ply Bridgestones, which are con- 
sidered as some of the best for hard- 
packed, dry surfaces. 


Plastic is completely reshaped for 
1985 — the fenders are longer and 
wider, the radiator shrouds have a 
new style, and the gas tank has a dif- 
ferent contour that holds 2.1 gallons. 

The complete package weighs 214 
pounds dry. 

Kickstarting the KX is easily ac- 
complished; the lever doesn’t use your 
right foot as a stopping pad between 
it and the footpeg, and the Kawasaki 
usually starts on the first kick whether 
hot or cold. The KX has a quiet and 
pleasant tone to the ear. 

After running the KX through the 
gears a couple of times, our first 








impression was favorable; although 
it seemed little on the pipey side, we 
liked the way it hit hard at mid-range 
and kept pulling strong until topped 
out in fifth gear: Ours came jetted 


right on the money; there was no hes- , 


itation or coughing anywhere in the 
powerband. Throttle response was 
crisp and clean. 

Once on the track, we found the 
Kawasaki likes to be pushed hard, 
similar to the Suzuki RM250. When 
revved out, the KX really hooks up 
and pulls away fast in any gear but 
suffers a bit off the bottom. If the KX 
falls off the pipe at all, say exiting a 
hairpin turn, a couple quick fans on 
the clutch lever are required, even if 
the ground is dry and slick. Luckily, 
the clutch has a very light pull; one 
fingercan get the job done effortlessly. 
Unfortunately, the clutch itself isn't 
all that strong, and, despite the float- 
ing clutch gear, becomes grabby after 
a few hours of hard riding, but it isn't 
as bad as last year's KX. 

Because of the poor clutch and lack 
of low-end, the KX is very hard to get 
off the starting line quickly. Second 
gear starts on dry ground require the 
engine to be revved out and the clutch 
slipped until fourth gear is reached. 
If the clutch isn't slipped drastically, 
the motor bogs or the front end rises 
quickly — especially if the clutch 
lever is fanned abruptly. The problem 
is even worse when there is plenty of 
traction. Holeshots on the KX are 
tough to come by. 

No complaints with the transmis- 
sion, though, because missed shifts 
are almost non-existent. The lever is 
easy to find and use, and all it takes is 
just a nudge to catch the next gear. It 
shifts smoothly with, or without, 
using the clutch. 

At low rpm, the Kawasaki pro-

duces a slight vibration that's a little 
annoying at first, but once on the 
track, the vibration is hardly notice- 
able, if at all. 

Suspension on the KX is first rate, 
especially in the rear. The Uni-Trak 
system this year is tough to beat; the 
harder the bike is ridden, the better it 
works. It shines over the rough stuff 
but skitters a little too much over 
smaller bumps in stock condition. 
And when the rear wheel bounces off 
the ground with the throttle held 
wide open, the motor noticeably gains 
extra rpm making the KX feel a little 
hyper and erratic, more so than the 
Honda, Suzuki or Yamaha. We gen- 
erally feel the rear suspension is sta- 
ble and smooth in most situations. At 
speed, we never worried about the 
back end swapping out over the most 
gnarly bumps. It usually maintains a 
straight line with the rear tire dig- 
ging in for traction. 

The front fork is good but not as 
stable as the back. It twitches every 
now and then at speed when plowing 





through a nasty section of whoops 
but was nothing to really worry about. 
Most of the time, we never thought 
about the fork, which is basically a 
good sign. 

Landing from skyscraper jumps 
doesn't faze the Kawasaki; it has such 
long legs that it lands smoothly and 
rarely bottoms with a rider around 
160 pounds. 


Near the end of a 30-minute moto, 


the suspension almost performs as 
well as it does at the beginning, 
thanks to the heat compensator built 
into the rear shock. Damping remains 
fairly consistent and progressive 
throughout a moto. After a few good, 
hard rides on the Kawasaki, the back 
end starts to sag slightly. 

Sitting on the KX, it feels very tall 
and long compared to other 250s but 
is narrow enough to throw around 
quite easily. (Tall riders will feel very 
much at home on the KX.) Despite 
that tall and long feeling, the Kawa- 
saki isa good turner, because it holds 
its line and doesn't have the tendency 
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Kawasaki has jumped into the power-valve wars with the Kawasaki Inte- 
grated Power-valve System (K.I.P.S.). Radiators are 2.12 inches lower. 





to rise up too soon. After riding it 
around, for a while, we found our- 
selves searching for berms whenever 
entering a turn; it likes to be leaned 
way over and stuffed into the berms 
with a strong twist of the throttle 
added. Hairpin turns without berms 
isn't one of the Kawasaki's favorite 
situations, but when there is no 
choice, it handles itself admirably. 
Slowing for turns is a cinch on the 
KX; the front brake is super strong 
and smooth, while the rear stopper 
does the job without locking up the 
rear wheel. The front brake, however, 
wasn't perfect. The first few times out 
on the bike, we had just the right 
amount of play in the lever, but the 
more we rode it, more play devel- 
oped. Air was somehow sneaking

into the hydraulic system, which is a 
problem many Kawasaki owners have 
had. The disc brake, it seems, must be 
bled after about every five or so races, 
according to most KX owners we've 
talk to. 

‚ Even though we had some prob- 
lems with the clutch and front brake 
(neither of which would've caused a 
DNF in a moto) we didn't have any 
major failures with the KX, even after 
taking some heavy abuse. The new 
KX250 is by far the best 250cc moto- 
crosser Kawasaki has ever released 
and is one of the best on the market 
today. The 250, like its bigger brother, 
the KX500, is designed as a serious 
weapon for the privateer MXer. Win- 
ning races is the KX250's only goal — 
a goal that can easily be reached. €

Gardner takes double 


at Suzuka

SUZUKA CIRCUIT, JAPAN, JUNE 9

Australian Wayne Gardner, riding for a 
combination of HRC and Rothmans-Honda 
Britain, turned a cloudy day with scattered 
showers into a double victory at a pre-Suzuka 


Eight-Hourrace in Japan. Tex- 
an Kevin Schwantz, meanwhile, 
made his international debut at 
Suzuka with a second in the TT 
F-3 class, butended his weekend with 
a crash in the TT F-1 race. 

Gardner easily won the TT F-1 
race on his RVF750cc Honda after his 
main competition, the new Yama- 
ha FZR750 of Shinichi Uneo, crashed 
at the hairpin. The Yamaha recorded 
the fastest lap of the race at 2.20.96 to 
Gardner's 2.21.50. After the Yamaha 
went out, Team Yoshimura-Motul 
secured the second spot with a Suzuki 
GSXR750 ridden by ex-Kawasaki 
test rider Shosuke Kita followed by 
Moriwaki Racing’s Shunji Yatsushiro 
on the highly competitive but old air- 
cooled CBX750. The two battled for 
the second spot, but the Suzuki showed 
its superiority and began to close the 
gap on Gardner while stretching a 
lead over Yatsushiro. Fourth place 
went to the Honda RVF750 of pole- 
position winner Masaki Tokuno of 
Team HRC. 

Schwantz’s race ended on the 12th 
lap of the 34 lap TT F-1 when, after 
holding fifth place, he was dicing 
with Tokuno. Going into the esses 
(turn four), Tokuno cut from the 
outside and closed the apex door and 
side-swiped Schwantz's front wheel. 
The 20-year-old crashed hard and re- 
injured his left collarbone he had 
broken at Sears Point. 





Schwantz, however, did get a race 
under his belt before the crash and he 
made the best of it. Riding a Team 
Yoshimura-Motul GSXR400 which 
was down some five horsepower on 
the 80+ horsepower HRC sponsored 
RVF400 of Yoichi Yamamoto, 
Schwantz came from behind to finish 
second to the Honda in what was his 
international debut. 

The crash wasn’t the only problem 
Schwantz had on the weekend. In a 
practice session on the F-1 bike, he 
re-injured his collarbone after a tank- 
slapper caused an off-track excursion. 
Schwantz will team with New Zea- 
land's Graeme Crosby for the up- 
coming Suzuka Eight-Hour. 

A second American, Ricky Orlando, 
finished 12th in the TT F-1 classona 
badly underpowered RS750R Honda 
sponsored by Team Pole Position. 
Orlando is set to return to Suzuka to 
team with Canadian Rueben McMur- 
ter in the Eight-Hour race. 

Gardner also took the top spot in 
the 500cc race ahead of National 
Champion Tadahiko Taira on the 
YZR500cc Yamaha. Third place went 
to Masaru Mizutani on the Suzuki 
RG-Gamma. е

Bol d'Or, the motorcycle equivalent 
of the famed LeMans 24-Hour car 
race. Race all night and day. Big road 
bikes thundering against the dawn 
colored sky. Artist Jeff (Gunny) 


Gundlach captures that image in the 


first of a series of very limited edition 
fine art prints. This is no “poster,” 
although it may look like a poster 
that never was, in a world race enthu- 
siasts dream of. It was painted by the 
artist using a new technique of fine 
art printmaking called ''Mylagrafy."' 
This produces an image so fine that 
you can see the artist's pencil or 
brush strokes under a magnifying 
glass. There is no microscopic dot 
pattern like you find on reproduction 
prints. 

Gunny drew the picture on clear 
sheets of Mylar, separating the five 
colors as he went along (artists can do 
that). Then he flew from his home in 
North Carolina to the studio of Blue 
Berry Press in California. Blue Berry 
isa pet project of Charles and Sharon 
Clayton who also publish Cycle 
News. It is one of the few, if not the 
only printing firm that specializes in 
Mylagrafy. The Mylar sheets that 
Gunny drew on are turned directly 
into sensitive printing plates with no 
intervening negative stage. This is 
what makes Mylagrafy different from 
ordinary litho or offset printing. 
These positive process plates then, 
one for each color, are mounted, one 
at a time, on a 2%-ton Harris offset 
printing press. Gunny mixes the per- 
manent ink and applies it, via the 
press, to the most expensive Archive 
paper until he is satisfied that the 
color is just right. Then the remain- 
ing sheets are run through and 
"painted" that color. Gunny changes 
and reworks his image on the Mylars 
until he is satisfied. Many. imper- 
fectly printed sheets are junked until. 
finally 140 near perfect prints are fin- 
ished. These Gunny curates and signs. 
They are offered for sale to readers of 
Cycle News for about the price of a 
good picture frame. They do deserve 
to be matted and framed and dis- 
played as you would any other origi- 
nal fine art print.

The Harley-Davidson 


883 Evolution 


Sportster

It was just two years ago that Harley an- 
nounced their Evolution engine: a 1340cc 
OHV air-cooled descendant of the time- 
honored Shovelhead engine. When this 


model was introduced, Harley 
representatives hinted that a 
similar evolutionary power- 
plant would someday appear 
for what was once Harley’s perfor- 


mance king: the Sportster. That some- 
day has arrived, and the new 883cc 
Evolution Sportster is now in deal- 
er’s showrooms as an early-release 
1986 model. 

The Sportster has been with us a 











long time. Harley-Davidson’s over- 
head-valve unit-construction light- 
weight V-twin can trace its roots back 
to 1957, when the 57 cubic-inch XL 
Sportster replaced the previous (and 
ill-fated) 55 cubic-inch side-valve KH 
Sportster. The OHV design was big 
news in 1957; with its magneto igni- 
tion and a dry weight of 460 pounds, 
the XL Sportster was widely regarded 
as a state-of-the-art motorcycle. 

Shortly after AMF acquired Harley- 
Davidson in 1969, the Sportster was 
enlarged to 61 cubic-inches (1000cc), 
andan electric starter was introduced 
on the XL1000 model. The Sportster's 
high-performance image had faded 
with the introduction of lighter and 
more powerful machines from Bri- 
tain and Japan: in the 1970s the 
engine — still equipped with cast- 
iron cylinders and cylinder heads — 
saw only minor changes. Worse, 
horsepower and reliability were still 
not topics of conversation among 
Sportster owners. 

When Harley-Davidson parted from 
АМЕ in 1980, both the Sportster and 
the Shovelhead were scheduled for 
updating and revision. Because it 
was more sensitive to the steadily de- 
creasing quality of gasoline, and it 
was more commonly used for heavy- 
weight touring and sidecar use, the 
Shovelhead was the first engine to 
appear as an Evolution model. 

As with the larger Evolution engine, 
the Evolution Sportster was engi- 
neered as a revision of an existing 
design, rather than as a new motorcy- 
cle from the ground up. According to 
Harley, the new engine/transmission 
unit has 426 parts (counting nuts, 
bolts and fasteners), of which 206 are 
new and different from last year's 
Sportster. In the process, the weight 
of the engine/transmission package 
has been trimmed from 195 pounds 
to 186.8 pounds. 

The crankshaft is made of two 
forged-steel flywheels with integral 
mainshafts. The rod journal fits be- 
tween the flywheels, and is secured by 
two large nuts. As with the previous 
engine, the two rods share the same 
journal, with the same fork-and-spade 








configuration. Stroke is unchanged 


. at 96.8mm. 


The connecting rods are 0.50-inch 
shorter than those of the old engine, 
and are the same forged-steel units 
originally developed for the high- 
performance XR1000. The big end 
runs in roller bearings, and the small 
end is fitted with bushings. 

The pistons are engineered by the 
German firm JSG (though actually 
manufactured in Wisconsin), and fea- 
ture the same conical-oval profile of 
the big-inch Evolution engine. The 
slight barrel shape of the skirt helps 
to trap à wedge of oil as the piston 
descends, allowing for tighter piston 
clearance and. improved cooling. 
Three piston rings are fitted: the two 
top rings a mere 0.057-inch wide,' 
with the double-rail oil-control ring 
measuring 0.107-inch. 

Where the old Sportster used domed 
pistons and a hemispherical combus- 
tion chamber, the new pistons have 
flat tops with shallow cut-outs for 
valve clearance. The 1340cc Evolution 
engine had D-shaped combustion 
chambers, but further experiments 
with that contour have concluded 
that more power is available with an 
oval-shaped chamber: the shape used 
for the new Sportster powerplant. 
The old engine invited detonation, 
with its spark plug mounted on the 
side of the hemispherical chamber; 
the new head positions the plug at 
the junction of the intake and exhaust 
valves. In spite of the superior com- 
bustion chamber and improved flame 
travel, the compression ratio was only 
upped from 8.8:1 to a conservative 
9.0:1. 


Cylinder bore has been reduced 
from 81mm to 76.2mm, with the 
smaller bore accounting for the re- 
duced engine displacement. The 
finned aluminum cylinder is cast 
aroundan iron liner, and incorporates 
Harley's unique “‘Spiny-Lok” ribbed- 
perimeter iron liners; the ribs help to 
anchor the liner to the casting and 
improve heat transfer. 

The cylinder heads closely resem- 
ble those of the larger Evolution 
engine, and incorporate similar three- 
tier rocker-boxes. Though the Sports- 
ter’s head is a different casting, it 
shares the same included valve angle 
and spark plug location: differences 
are in a valve and port size. From a 
manufacturing standpoint, since the 
two heads share many critical angles 
and dimensions, the Sportster and 
1340cc cylinder heads are actually ma- 
chined on the same assembly line — 
substantially trimming production 
costs. 

The exhaust valve is made of two 
pieces, welded together about mid- 
way up the stem. A special heat- 
resistant steel is used for the valve 
head, and the facing is finished with 
grade-six Stellite for compatability 
with unleaded fuel. The intake valve 
is a one-piece unit without Stellite. 
Both the Sportster and 1340cc Evolu- 
tion engines use the same (meaning 
interchangeable) valve springs, col- 
lars, keepers, seals and valve guides. 

Also interchangeable between the 
two engines are the hydraulic valve 
lifters. The new Evolution Sportster 
uses the same gear-driven four-cam- 
shaft system as the previous Sportster, 
though the casing has been length- ` 
ened 0.25-inch to accommodate the 
hydraulic system. The new lifters 
eliminate the valve adjustment ritual 
for the Sportster, which, since the 
push rods were buried behind the 
exhaust cross-over pipe, was always 
an awkward and time-consuming af- 
fair. 

The Sportster’s complex four-cam- 
shaft design has always been a tuner's 
nightmare; selecting and fitting gears 
with minimal lash and precise tim- 
ing was problematic at best. For the

new engine, the temperature of the 
camshaft cover and the camshaft drive 
gears is held constant during machin- 
ing, and individual gear and cover 
sets are computer-matched before as- 
sembly. The new closer tolerances 
mean longer life and quieter opera- 
tion. 

The hydraulic lifters also elimi- 
nate much of the Sportster’s valve- 
train clatter (though the whine of the 
four cam gears is still audible to 
Sportster connoisseurs), which makes 
it easier for the engine to pass the 
stringent 1986-model 80 db(A) noise 
specification. Also in the noise de- 
partment, the air-cleaner housing has 
been changed to reduce the intake 
howl created by two large-displace- 
ment cylinders. The new housing is 
made of molded .plastic, with an 
internal labyrinth to muffle intake 
pulses. 


Since the hydraulic lifters require a 
portion of the oil supply to operate, 
the Gerotor oil pump was widened 
for.a 50% greater oil feed capacity. 
The routing for the oil system is also 
different: where the old Sportster's 
oil filter cleaned the scavenge oil on 
its way to the tank, the new engine 
filters its oil on the way into the 
engine. From the filter, oil feeds the 
crankshaft and lifters. The push rods 
are hollow, and oil travels from the 
lifters through the push rods to lub- 
ricate the rocker shafts and valves. 
The oil tank is fitted with a handy 
drain hose — no more balancing acts 
with funnels during oil changes. 

A triple-row primary chain links 
the crankshaft with the clutch basket, 
with the same diaphragm-spring 
clutch as on last year’s Sportster. A 
ball-and-ramp system actuates the 
clutch, and the clutch cable has been 
relocated to the bottom of the pri- 
mary case. As on last year’s machine, 
the alternator is mounted behind the 
clutch basket. 

















Though there was considerable 
speculation that the new downsized 
engine would be fitted with a five- 
speed gearbox, the Evolution Sportster 
uses the same four-speed transmis- 
sion as before. Gear ratios are un- 
changed; the only substantial change 
is that the gear pockets (which receive 
adjacent gear dogs) are shallower to 
strengthen the gears. According to 
Harley, this gearbox is built to tight- 
er tolerances, with more attention 
paid to shimming and set-up at the 
manufacturing level. A pin attached 
to the shifter plate triggers the neu- 
tral indicator light: a first for the 
Sportster. There are no cushions or 
dampers anywhere in the engine 
driveline. 

The frame is similar to previous 
Sportsters, with revisions to the for- 
ward engine mounts to suit the new 
powerplant. The backbone of the 
frame has been altered so the heads, 
cylinders and pistons can be serviced 
with the engine in the frame. The 
frame and swingarm are finished in 
black powder-coat paint. 


The bottom line for any new engine 
is performance, and the obvious 
question is how the 883cc Evolution- 
engined Sportster compares with last 
year’s 1000cc version. According to 
Harley, the aluminum cylinder heads, 
aluminum cylinders, improved com- 
bustion chambers and tighter piston 
clearances make for a longer lasting 
and cooler-running engine. Mainte- 
nance has been reduced and simpli- 
fied: thanks to the hydraulic lifters, 
factory-recommended maintenance in- 
tervals have been increased from 2500 
to 5000 miles. 

There’s no doubt that the new 
engine is quieter — after all, the 
machine is built to comply with the 
stringent 1986 noise limits. The hy- 
draulic lifters, complex intake baf- 
fling and the exhaust system all make 
contributions, but, thankfully, the

Sportster sound is still there... 
though it has a much softer edge. 
The new engine produces 53 lb.-ft. 
of torque at 4000 rpm — down from 
the 58 lb.-ft. figure of the 1000cc 
engine. Harley won't commit to a 
horsepower figure for either engine, 
but supplied a graph that shows the 
new 883cc engine would make more 
power than the old 1000cc engine if 
the larger engine were strangled down 
to the 80 db(A) noise limit; that's a

polite way of saying it doesn't make 
as much power. 

There is one area where the new 
883 Sportster decisively conquers its 
predecessor: retail price. The new 
bike will appear in the showrooms 
with a $3995 price tag — a full $700 
less than last year’s look-alike XLX-61 
Sportster. .

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How To: 


Be a Motocross Star!

Part six: How to ride for a factory team 

Last week, I talked about getting sponsors and how to invest the money earned as 
a Motocross Star. This week's article deals with the responsibilities of a factory 
rider, and some of the things a factory rider should do. 


For many of you, being on a factory 
team would be a dream come true, a 
situation where everything would be 
the best it's ever been and every day 
offers one great experience after 
another. In reality, though, riding 
for a factory team takes discipline 
and an ongoing effort to promote 
goodwill among your teammates. As 
an individual, you have to add input 
to the group as a whole so that your 
sponsor — in my case Honda — gets 
the most benefit from each of its 
riders. 

You have to develop a friendship 
with the other members of the team. 
Sometimes I find that training with 
my teammates is a good way to pro- 
mote a successful working relation- 
ship. It is important, though, to 
maintain а little bit of secrecy, because 
don’t want to reveal everything you 
know. The problem with that is not 
everyone can hold stuff inside. Most 
people like to tell others things about 
themselves; I'm like that. 

It's something like Superman. If I 
was him I'd walk down the street in 
my street clothes, and if somebody 
called me a dork, I'd have to lift up a 
house and set it back down some- 
where to get my message across. That's 
how I feel about hiding some of my 
secrets, but you have to in many 
situations. 

All of us on Team Honda are 
pretty close. We test bikes a lot 
together, and you have to remain on 
call if Honda needs you. Last year 
after Daytona I thought I had a cou- 
ple weeks off, and I had things 
planned for around my house. I had 
yardwork to do, and I wanted to cut 
some new woods trails, and the next 
thing I knew I was in Paris racing a 
supercross. 

You never know what's going to 
happen, but you have to be ready for 
anything. When somebody owns you 
with a contract, there are things in 
that contract which say that you have 
to race when they want you to. They're 
not going to doanything stupid, and 
it's not in their best interest to send 
you somewhere you might get hurt, 
and jeopardize your chances of a U.S. 
championship. If the factory feels a 
certain race is worthwhile, they'll 
probably send you there, and it may 
screw up your plans. You just have to 
adapt and make the best of it. 

At times, you'll also have to take 
some criticism and listen to theadvice 








of others. When you first get on a 
factory team or even after you've been 
around for a while, you may run into 
some problems and have a string of 
10th-place finishes. The team man- 
ager, the mechanics, the shock peo- 
ple, the PR consultants and others 
watch the races, and they know what 
you're capable of. If you aren't per- 
forming well it's frustrating for them 
also, because they know how fast you 
really are. 

At times like that they may come up 
to you, and give suggestions. They 
aren't there to chew you out, but to 
help, and you have to be prepared to 
take some advice. Roger DeCoster 
and Dave Arnold (Honda's motocross 
team manager) took me aside at Day- 
tona this year for a talk. I was scared, 
because I didn't know if I had done 
something wrong, but it ended up to 
be a nice talk with good solid input. 
It's good to havea relationship where 
they know what you're thinking and 
you know what they're thinking, and 
you know they're coming to you 
instead of talking behind your back. 

If I feel I'm doing poorly, an 
advantage of being a factory rider is 
having the added input of others on 
the team. I'll go to my mechanic 
(Cliff White) or the team manager 
and ask them to watch my suspen- 
sion. I can also talk to my teammates, 
and ask them if they might have 
found some lines which are better 
than mine. 

It’s almost a family thing. You 
have to do you best, and Honda has a 
lot of people at the races who are 
there to help you do your best. Honda 
hires people to win, and they're going 
to do eveything they can to help you 
win. Everyone at Honda is constantly 
asking me what they can do to help 
me, whether it's my bike or some-: 
thing personal. 

Another part of being a factory 
rider is taking advantage of every- 
thing around you. When we go to 
Japan to test, I have to make the trip 
worthwhile by putting in a good 
effort when we sort the bikes out. I 
watch the way my teammates ride. 
When Lechien is out for testing, I 
watch all his moves and the way he's 
riding the course. People have differ- 
ent ways of expressing.what they feel 
about the bike, and many times you'll 
learn from others. Many times we'll 
get in a lap-time war when we test, 
because nobody wants to turn lap 








times two seconds slower than eve- 
ryone else. With everyone pushing, 
there's a better-chance that we'll find 
little things on the. bike that need 
corrections. 

When you're testing for a factory, 
you have to be able to relay informa- 
tion to the factory engineers. You 
have to get them to understand what 
you're trying to say, so that they can 
make the bikes better. Not all riders 
can do that well, but the-ones who 
can always have their bikes set up the 
best. That means they can stay on the 
bike, negotiate sections better, and 
win races. 

'The bike should be taken care of 
and ready to go on race day. I've 
heard a lot of excuses where riders 
come in from a moto and complain 
about their shock being too soft or 
that the forks were too harsh. That's 
bull. Those riders have the same 
shock people as everyone else, and if 
their bike doesn't work it's their own 
fault. 

One of the closest relationships 
you have ona factory team is between 
you and your mechanic, and you 
have to make sure that the two of you 
get along. It’s good to go out to 
dinner with him every now and then 
and talk, and if he's athletic it's a 
good idea to train with him. Get to 
know him the best you can, so that 
when the need arises you know how 
to explain things to him that you 
need, things that need changes, and 
why. 

Over the past couple years I've 
been working with Cliff White. He 
pulls. the bike completely apart 
between races, and puts everything 
back together, and he knows just how 
I like it. The bars are right, the levers 
have the right angle, the brakes are 
adjusted just how I like them. I sel- 
dom have to change anything once I 
get on the bike. He knows how I like 
my suspension and what I want the 
front end to do, and he gets it really 
close so that all I have to do is fine 
tune it. We don’t waste a lot of laps 
getting dialed in, and that’s when 
you appreciate what your mechanic 
is doing for you. 

In 1983, when I won my three 
championships, Cliff and I didn't 
have one problem. I finished every 
race and nothing ever went wrong 
with my bike. I didn’t win by too 
many points, and some of the guys I 
beat had mechanical troubles. It takes 
a good mechanic to take champion- 
ships. 

I also think you should reward 
your mechanic. Mechanics get paid, 
sure they do, but we get big cham- 
pionship bonuses. It’s good to fork a 
little of that over to them, because 
they appreciate it and it makes them 
much more cooperative. 

Being a factory rider isn’t all what 
you can get from others, though. 
There are times when I feel it’s my 
responsibility to help my teammates 
when they’re gaving some rough 
times. In professional athletics there 
area lot of highs and lows, and when 
you're on a high, you can be sure one 
of your teammates will be in a slump. 

Johnny O’Mara and I do a bunch 
of stuff together, and if Johnny is 
having some off days, I'll try to pump 
him up. Going out and riding isn't 
always the answer; sometimes doing 
something like going out and run- 
ning a 10-K (foot) race will perk up 
our spirits. 

You have to remember that in the 
enviroment of a factory team, there 
always has to be a lot of give-and- 
take. If arider could go without team 
support and win races; there would 
be a bunch of privateers traveling 
around the country taking champion- 
ships. It's great to be a factory rider 
and an MX Star, but it's something 
that you have to work towards, 
appreciate, and then enjoy. . °

hart, who was looking great in second. 
Oster, Chapman and Keller occupied 
the next three spots. Williams and 
Suzuki mounted Rick Bozarth held 
their own in sixth and seventh. The 
fourth lap found Larson’s hard ag- 
gressive riding style (and the fact he 
was the only 250 clearing a fairly 
gnarly set of doubles) was suited well 
to Roseburg’s hilly high speed track 
and as he picked off rider after rider 
was running fifth by lap six. The top 
four remained the same for those six 
laps but on lap seven, Larson had 
caught the pack and when Mich- 
litsch laid it down on lap eight Lar- 
son had moved past all four and was 
on his way to the win. Oster and 
Chapman both got past Burkhart 
and took over second and third but 
Larson was gone and took the win. 
Oster and Chapman looked strong 
for the second and third positions as 
did Burkhart in fourth. Michlitsch 
remounted to take fifth with Keller 
and Wright sixth and seventh. 


The 125cc class on both days of the 
weekend definitely had the most ac- 
tion as the top 15 spots were a virtual 
dogfight. Yamaha’s Jim Anderson 
(MX Fox/Lynnwood Yamaha/Maru- 
shin) looked to be a shoe in for the 
first moto victory after getting the 
holeshot over Todd Hoover (FWCC

Oster, Ander- 
son and Hoover led Klaudt, Sowards 
and Barton across the line for the 
second through eighth positions. 

The second moto was to be Lar- 
son'sall the way as he motored around 
the course with.an occasional whee- 
lie and on to his second victory of the 
day. Oster turned in another excel- 
lent ride for second with Waldo, Rod 
Keller, Klaudt and Hoover third 
through sixth. 

An excellent turnout of Amateur 
racers from all over the Northwest 
and even Canada and California 
showed up to do battle also and with 
the track in top shape, riders were 
treated to great conditions. 


'Two team Yamaha riders occupied 
the top two overall spots in the Mini 
A class. O'Neal's Paul Winn scored 
both wins while Post Falls, Idaho's 
Brian Thompson went on to take 
both runner-up finished even with a 
cast on his wrist. Team Green's Jeff 
Daily (PJ1/Sinsalo) and Tara Harri- 
son were third and fourth with Doug 
Burton (Yam) fifth. Sangus, Califor- 
nia's Terry Swanson made the most 
of his trip by taking the Mini B class 
with victories in both motos aboard 
his Yamaha backed machine. Monte 
Spalding, also on a Yamaha, took 
both second place finishes while lit- 
tle Louis Aaron (Yam) scored third 
with his 6-3 tally. 

'Team Green's Larry Ward was un- 
touchable in the 125cc A class during 
both motos. After taking both hole- 
shots Ward motored away and left 
everybody to race for second. Kent 
Kawasaki's Oren Bray, who looked 
good all weekend, took the runner- 
up spot with a 2-2 score while Cana- 
dian rider Steve Friesen was third and 
John Sowards, aboard a Honda, look- 
ed good taking fourth. 


The 125cc and 250cc B classes will 
definitely be two of the most hotly 
contested during the series. In 125cc 
B Jason Norton took his FWCC

Gary Goodfellow and Daryl 
Cornwell ran wheel-to-wheel 
through the hairpin on every 
lap of the 750cc Production 
final.

Larson lands Gold 
Cup opener win

ALBANY, OR, JUNE 8 

Kawasaki support rider Mike 
Larson went l-l to win the 
Open Pro class at round one of 
the Yamaha Perpetual Gold 
Cup Series held at Albany Speedway. 
Larson won three motos on the day, 
including the first 125cc Pro moto, 
but crashed in the second 125cc out- 
ing which gave theoverall to National 
number 19 Jim Anderson (Moto-X 
Fox Yamaha) with a 2-1 score. Scott 
Tyler (Lynnwood Yam) won the 250cc 
Pros with a 2-1 score. 

Larson held Anderson at bay for 
the duration of the first 125cc Pro 
contest. Steve Oster (Hon) was the 
early lead in the rough, pounding 
moto, but yielded to both Larson and 
Anderson and rode to third over Mar- 
vin Waldo (Kawasaki Team Green), 
Todd Hoover and Honda pilot Jeff 
Sowards at the finish. 

Moto two saw former series title- 
holder Cory Klaudt (Yam), Larson 
and Anderson leading, but a massive 
pileup brought out the red flag. The 
restart saw David Bailey (Hon) lead- 
ing Anderson while Larson and Oster 
— who were involved in a turn-one 
pileup — rode in 17th and 22nd in 
the 25-rider field. Larson moved to 
sixth on the fourth lap, but was hav- 
ing troubles getting around a huge 
pack of riders dueling in the dust for 
second, which included Waldo, Bai- 
ley, David Hettinga (Suz), Klaudt 
and Idaho's Corey Barton. Barton 
moved up while Bailey, Hettinga and 
Klaudt dropped back and made way 
for Larson and Rodney Keller (Rose- 
burg Honda). Larson would get no 
closer than fourth at the finish behind 
winner Anderson, Waldo and Bar- 
ton. Larson's 1-4 score was good for 
second overall ahead of Waldo (4-2) 
and Klaudt (7-7). 

Joe Wright used his sand riding 
talents and big league experience to 
lead the first 16-rider Open Pro moto 
at the drop of the gate, but was soon 
shut out by 250cc winner Scott Tyler. 
Tyler, Wright, Mike Larson and Ted 
Holt (Hus) made up a huge group 
fighting for first until Larson settled 
into the lead on the white-flag lap. 
He rode on to the win over Tyler, 
Wright and Yamaha rider Tim Mich- 
litsch. 

Larson took control of the last 
moto of the day, the second Open Pro 
race, and did a marvelous job of hold- 
ing Tyler at bay for the entire moto. 
Tyler is perhaps the northwest's fas- 
test Open-class rider and had a good 





day, winning one moto of the 2505, as 
well as theoverall, and getting second 
in the Opens. Wright went 3-3 for 
third overall, with fourth going to 
Yamaha pilot Doug Lange (5-4). 

Some 28 riders battled it out for 
bragging rights in the 125cc C class, 
with Bryan Summerlin (Albany Stihl 
Kawasaki) coming away with the 
win. Summerlin won the first round 
of action over Bob Steiner (Krause/ 
O'Neal USA Kaw), Honda-mounted 
Dave Anderson and Darcy LaLonde 
(Hon). The second moto found 
LaLonde hauling around the Albany 
course to take the win with Summer- 
lin unable to catch the Honda rider 
and settling for second. Mike Soren- 
son and David Grady were third and 
fourth. 

The 250cc A class featured a four- 
way battle for the top spot between 
Troy Stewart (Yamaha East), Kent 
Kawasaki rider Oren Bray and Sean 
Dodge, and Bruce Barnes (ASI/Scott/

SONOMA, CA, JUNE 9 
Ducati-mounted Dave Troe- 
schler leapt to an early lead in 
the fourth round of the CVRG 
Championship Vintage Series 
at Sears Point Raceway to take the 
overall win while Fred Mork might 
have only finished second overall, 
but he did take home the Light- 
weight A (250cc four-stroke) honors 
on a beautifully-restored CRTT Aer- 
ramacci, beating points leader Mike 
Green. 











The 1984 AFM Open Twins champ, 
Elmer “Виа” Riddle, got his first 
taste of vintage racing this weekend, 
when Green ('84 Open Twins runner- 
up) loaned him a newly-built West 
Coast British/ Hap Jones/Avon Tyres 
Ducati 350.

Right from the 
start it seemed to be Riddle’s race as 
he pulled the holeshot, but the horse- 
power of Troeschler’s 450 Ducati was 
no match. By turn two, Green’s 250 
Ducati was second, with Riddle third 
and Tom Rienecker fourth on the 
Wheel Works/Avon Tyres BSA 500 
Gold Star. This was all to change 
very soon. Fred Mork overtook Rie- 
necker in turn seven on lap one, then 
Riddle, and finally Green on his now 
badly misfiring 250 out of turn 11 on 
lap two. 

This time Green was getting his 
revenge on Riddle. “The 350 had 
more suds down the straights," as 
Riddle put it, "but the 250 went 
through the corners faster."

Rei- 
necker and Green seemed to team up 
for the last four laps, as the Gold Star 
would tow the Duc down the straights 
in its draft, allowing both riders to 
pull away from Quinn and gain on 
Mork about a half to one second per 
lap. Mork's big lead was now disap- 
pearing, but four laps is never enough 
and the top five places were set. In 
sixth overall, Craig McLean rode a 
very well raced 350 Manx Norton to 
first 350cc machine, and the only 350 
left running.

Runner Enduro

TUJUNGA, CA, JUNE 3 

In riding dress from casual to 
full-out enduro gear, riders 
showed up for the AMA’s first 
of five Dual-Purpose poker runs 
of 1985. 

The first loop began with rider 
resetting odometers to 0.0 at the Foot- 
hill Yamaha/Kawasaki driveway. At 
1.2 miles, the route took a right on 
Mt. Gleason Road to Big Tujunga 
Road, and Angeles Forest Highway 
for 13.9 miles to Big Tujunga Road. 
The first real problem of the day was 
at 22.3 miles, where riders were to 
leave the asphalt and hit the trail. 
The layout odometer was off enough 
that almost all of the riders missed 
the poorly-marked turn. Ribbon was 
not allowed, and there was such a 
small amount of lime, it was hard to 
see. 

After backtracking in varying de- 
grees, all riders eventually found the 
elusive off-road entrance, into Lynx 
Gulch. By then, most that didn’t have 
resettable-in-10ths odometers wished 
they had, to record the proper 22.3 
miles dirt beginning. 

The riders’ instructions stated “easy 
fire road" which for the most part, 


. was true. But there were still plenty of 


off-cambers, tight, decreasing radius 
turns, and other low-tractive surfaces 
to keep riders either on their toes, or 
heads. Large elevation changes 
brought a wide variety of bright- 
colored late spring blooms to sur- 
round you — if you could look. A 
genuinely-fun off-road loop brought 
everyone out to the finish of loop one 
at 32.6 miles at Mill Creek Summit, 
and check two. This was also a rest 
stop and free soft drinks, punch, and 
chain lube were provided. 

Loop two put riders to another 0.0 
reset, and provided just what most 
riders had come for: off-road riding. 
From the start, through Little Ced- 
ars, and out past Littlerock Dam to 
Four Points for the lunch stop, the 
majority consisted of the dirt side of 
Dual-Purpose, with even better floral 
scenery and landscape then loop one. 

After ending loop two at 26.1 miles, 
riders again zeroed out their odos 
under the “‘Gas/Diesel” sign next to 
Oscar's Restaurant, for the longest 
loop of the day: The 70.5 loop three. 
That is, it was supposed to be 70.5 
miles long. 

Taking Cheseboro and Mt. Emma 
Roads back up to Angeles Forest 
Highway, riders hit check three at 
Mill Creek Summit, in preparation 
for the last and best part. At 21.35 
(claimed) miles, it was time to be up 
on the tank on Dual-Purpose skate 
tires. 

After riding handlebar-width 
through the flower shower, the mile- 
age turned to junk at North Fork 
Saddle, just past Moody Canyon. 
From 38.35 miles onward, 6.3 miles 
(on this rider's clock, similar on oth- 
er's) just disappeared! The results 
were that all forthcoming right/left 
turn mileages were off, and only rid- 
ers that kept a running record, or had 
a resettable odo, were on course to the 
next two checks. Course steward Jim 
Pilon had no explanation at press 
time, but will followup mileage for 
future events prior to mailing route 
sheets. For those who found their 
way to check four on Sand Canyon, 
and check five (finish) at Foothill 
Yamaha/Kawasaki, event sponsors 
California Casuals, O'Neal USA, 
Tsubaki Chain, J P Enterprises, and 
Flanders Co. had some top-rate prizes 
to hand out. 

Top prize, an Ultralite ISDE 








jacket, went to the overall winner 
Dennis Sitar (XL500), who took high 
hand with three-of-a-kind, by way of 
three aces. By sheer coincidence wife 
Connie won Passenger Buddy-Up. 
Irv Johnson won Smallest Bike (XL

Nitto takes a clean 
sweep

SONOMA, CA JUNE 9 

Race fans at the AFM North’s 
Sunday race at Sears Point 
watched Walt Nitto, current 
holder of the AFM #1 plate, 
proved repeatedly the honor was 
earned. Riding a pair of Champion 
Moriwaki USA-sponsored bikes, Nitto 
won a race in each of the four AFM 
classifications, Stock Production 
through Grand Prix. 

Nitto’s first win came in a 600 
Modified Production race marred by 
tragedy. Robert Sells on a Suzuki 
GS550 won the holeshot, followed by 
a tight pack including Nitto on a 
stock FJ600, Tom Aquino, Glen 
Shopher and several others. After one 
lap, Sells had found a small lead, but 
Nitto and Ed Ragle, on the zebra- 
striped Red Eagle Racing FJ600, were 
dueling for second place, 50 feet back. 
The race was red flagged when 
Michael Guerrero went down at the 
exit of turn seven, in front of the tight 
pack of leaders from the second wave. 
The riders following him were unable 
to avoid a massive collision. The 
other riders received only minor 
injuries, but Guerrero suffered fatal 
head and neck injuries. 

The race was restarted. Sells and 
Shopher shot into the lead, followed 
by Ragle, but Nitto worked his way 
up to the front and soon left the rest 
behind. Sells held on to second, but 
Ragle closed the gap, inches at a 
time. By the halfway mark, Ragle 
had caught Sells and passed him in 
the twisty section at the top of the 
hill. Sells put up a serious fight, but 
Ragle used the traffic to his advan- 
tage, pulling away each time they 
moved through a group of back- 
markers, Nitto won by a comfortable 
four-second margin, Ragle took 
second and Sells third. 

Mark Smith, a second year racer 
and Novice Pro, proved his hard- 
charging style serves him as well on 
Formula 2 bikes as it did on the 750cc 
stock bike he rode last season. Eric 
Kondo, another Pro rookie, took the 
lead at the green flag, but Smith 
closed up quickly to begin an excit- 
ing race-long dice. They were fol- 
lowed by Wayne Montoya of Team 
Bozo and Ed Woo, who is more often 
seen on a TZ750. Smith took the lead 
in the first lap, but Kondo stayed 
glued to his rear wheel. The race was 
an exhibition of Kondo's smooth 
and precise style vs. Smith’s more 
exuberant one that occasionally found 
him sideways in the corners but always 
in the lead. Kondo edged up on 
Smith in traffic and found an oppor- 
tunity to pass late in the race when 
Smith went into turn two very hot. 
The front end washed out, but he 
managed to prop the bike up on his 
knee and then wrench it back upright. 
Kondo held the lead for a lap, until 
Smith slid around him on the outside 
on the last lap to take the win. Mon- 





toya held off repeated threats by Woo 
to take third. à 

In the 600 Stock Production race, 
Nitto wheelied off the line, but then 
bogged down and allowed half a 
dozen riders past him. After a lap, the 
leaders were whittled down to a pack 
of four, and Nitto had worked his 
way back up to the front, followed by 
Robert Beretta on a Honda, Robert 
Sells on a GS550 and Jim Jepsen оп а 
Kawasaki. After a brief disagreement 
over the order, the race settled down 
to a freight train formation. Nitto 
slowly pulled away to his second 
win, followed by Beretta, Sells and 
Jepsen. 

Later in the day Nitto brought out 
his second bike, a GPz750. The fans 
were busy watching Rich Oliver, in 
the Open GP first wave, fly around 
the track and make up halfa lap after 
he had shifting problems at the start. 
Nitto, back in the second wave Е-1 
race, took an easy win, threatened 
only by Don Biava early in the race. 
went on to yet another win, in the 750 
Superstreet race, over club veterans 
Vince Costa and Doug Filangeri.

Leading the FJ 
parade in the 600cc Superbike, Sass 
took the win ahead of MRA number 
two Turner and MRA number three 
Walker, in third. 

Sass had a more difficult challenge 
in the Open Production race, in which 
he was shadowed by Walker and 
newcomer Lee. The FZ750-mounted 
front runners never could quite shake 
Lee on his GS750ES. Lee's ride was 
later revealed as a trade-in to sponsor- 
ing shop Alpine Suzuki. The race 
finished with Sass first, Walker second 
and Lee third. 

The final race of the day, however, 
reversed this finishing order as former 
dirttracker Lee demonstrated that 
high-speed sliding was a viable road 
racing style in the Open Superbike 
race. Turbo Kawasaki-mounted John 
Hopperstad (B&K Motorsports) led 
the first laps of the race, but soon 
found himself outhandled by the 
new-wave sportbikes. The top three 
finisher in Open Production were 
unable to pull the Turbo down the 
straight, but maneuvered around the 
big Kawasaki in the tight sections of 
the track. The Lee/Walker/Sass show 
moved past almost the entire field in 
the 12-lap battle, startling many rid- 
ers with their fairing-bashing antics. 
Lee presented the MRA veterans with 
a surprising challenge as they chased 
him around the nine-turn course in 
the tightest action seen all day.

Turner turns it on 
at Ascot night MX

Cagiva factory rider Ron Turn- 
er worked hard for his money 
tonight at Ascot. He would 
have made a six-moto sweep 
except for an unavoidable tangle with 
Willie Surratt in the first turn of the 
second 250cc Pro race. 

In the first 125cc Pro moto, Turner 
jumped into the lead right from the 
start. He was followed by Kawasaki- 
mounted Tim Rutherford and Mal- 
colm Smith Products-sponsored Brian 
Manley (Hon). On lap four, Surratt 
(Hon) passed Manley in the rockers 
to move into third, only to DNF a 
hundred yards down the track with a 
broken machine. By lap five, Turner 
had a seven-second lead and Manley 
managed a nifty pass on Rutherford 
in the rockers. Turner won easily, 
with Manley finishing. second. 
Rutherford was third ahead of Mike 
Beier. 

In thesecond moto, Manley stormed 
out of the gate with Rutherford and 
Turner right on his rear fender. 
Turner got by Rutherford on lap 
three, yet the first three riders were 
separated by only inches. On the fifth 
lap, Turner took the lead over the 
plateau jump and Rutherford went 
down briefly, letting Kenny Clifton 
(Suz) move into third. The overall 
win went to Turner, with second and 
third going to Manley and Clifton. 

The women had a special race, 
bringing a turnout of nine riders.

Danny Fonteys (Yam) closed in on 
the third lap, and by lap four, had 
passed Leitner, pushing him back to 
second, with Eric Mytys (Suz) run- 
ning third and Jason Kirkoian (Yam) 
fourth. They took the checkered flag 
in that order. 

In the second round Leitner got the 
holeshot with Fonteys again right on 
his tail, waiting for an opportunity. 
The first two riders pulled out from 
the rest of the pack. Kirkoian held on 
to third until right before the finish 
line when Shane Scarapiello (Kaw) 
shot past him and took the flag. That 








move got Scarapiello third overall, 
while Leitner held on to his lead the 
entire moto to take first overall. Fon- 
teys’ 1-2 netted him second for the 
night.

number 78 Don Wilson (Rtx) to con- 
tend with and won by a small margin.

‘These boys still go plenty 
fastand AMA Novice Pro John Enge- 
lecke (Hon) is one such example, as 
were Roger Stanley (Tri) and Tom 
Lindquist (Yam 750). Stanley won 
the trophy dash, but Engelecke took 
the main while Stanley, Lindquist 
and Canadian Murray Newman (Rtx) 
and Bill Fogg (Yam) rounded out the 
top five.

Roloff takes ARRA 
at Willow Springs

Earl Roloff again devastated 
most of the competition at the 
American Road Racing Asso- 
ciation's Willow Springs meet, 
taking a total of three victories in a 
wind, crash-marred day. Roloff added 
a second and third place finish in the 
600cc Super Stock and 600cc Stock 
Production classes, respectively. 

Steve Cardillo took the early lead 
in the 600cc Stock Production race. 
with Gary Tatsumi and Roloff just a 
shadow behind. Entering turn nine 
on the last lap, Granada Yamaha/ 
Advanced Mototech/Dunlop-spon- 
sored Tatsumi went from third into 
the lead. “We were both waiting to 
make our move," said Tatsumi, “I 
saw a backmarker ahead and decided 
it was time to go, so I went inside 
both of them.” The winning margin 
at the flag was ever so slight for Tat- 
sumi, with Roloff in second; Cardillo 
was in third. 

Roloff led the start of Open Stock 
Production, but was soon challenged 
by Doug Toland, on a Cycle Tune 
Yamaha FJ1100. Toland moved up 
from a third-row start to take second 
by lap two of the race, passing second- 
place Kenny Kopecky in turn nine. 
Roloff continued to lead, but a rule 
imposed after numerous crashes early 
in the day (stating that there would 
be no passing in turn three due to a 
strong tailwind) continued to frus- 
trate the other riders trying to make 
up time. Many were stuck behind 
slower riders, unable to pass until 
well beyond the turn. Toland’s time 
behind Kopecky allowed Roloff to 
get away; Toland was unable to get 
any closer than four seconds behind. 
Roloff took the win with Toland a 
lonely second; Kopecky was 10 seconds 
back in third. 

Cardillo led the start of the 600cc 
Modified Production race, but had 
Roloff and Tatsumi to contend with 
once more. This time around, Roloff 
moved earlier, in turn eight of lap 
five, but Cardillo would have none of 
that — he tried to regain the lead in 
the turn-two sweeper, by trying the 
inside of Roloff. ‘Ме were dead even 
until Cardillo tried to close the door 
on me and hit his muffler on the 
ground and got totally sideways,"

said Roloff. That gave Roloff enough 
of an advantage to hold on to the lead 
and take the win. Cardillo still fin- 
ished a very close second, with Tat- 
sumi in third. 

The Open Modified Production 
race again saw Roloff out front with 
Toland quickly nabbing second from 
Kopecky. But in passing Kopecky, 
Toland leaned the FJ over too far, 
ground too many parts, tucked the 
front end, and crashed unhurt in one 
of the easiest turn-nine getoffs in a 
long time. Roloff won by nine seconds 
over Kopecky. 

Jeff Sterns led Open Superstreet 
until lap seven when he retired with a 
possible broken cam. Kopecky took 
over from there, not even aware he 
was the. leader, and rode a trouble- 
free race to take the win. 

Terry Statum took Hesh Bohrer's 
Cycle City Yamaha to the 600cc 
Superstreet victory over Roloff and 
David Morris in one of the races that 
saw multiple crashes. Although rid- 
ing an RZ350 lately, Statum is a four- 
stroke afficianado, and was ecstatic 
about the opportunity to pilot one 
again.

Dillon tops Idaho 
City Enduro

IDAHO CITY, ID, JUNE 1-2 
KTM—mounted Ron Dillon 
turned in a clean ride on Sun- 
day and some hot special test 
times to edge Barstow-to-Vegas 
hotshot Jeff Miller (Kaw) by a scant 
23 seconds in capturing the two-day 
overall at the 1985 Idaho City 100 
Enduro. After a rainy and rugged 
Saturday, Dillon had but 27 seconds 
on Miller when Sunday dawned bright 
and fair. By the end of the second day, 
the Dillon Cycle/Hi-Point-sponsored 
250cc MX rider had lost only four of 
those seconds to the hard-charging 
Miller who rode his Carl's Cycle Sale 
200cc KDX to victory in that class and 
second overall, 23 seconds behind 
Dillon. 

Dillon may have had something to 
prove — at least to himself. He’s had 
a hard time of it in his quest of the 
last couple of years on the qualifier 
trail. 

"It was great!" Dillon said. “Jeff 
and I just had a ball on the last loop 
on Sunday! He’d overshoot a corner a 
little and I'd go past him and he'd 
just be whooping and hollerin'! Then, 
I slid one kinda wide and he’d get 
back by me . . . we'd pass slower guys 
on both sides at once sometimes. It 
was really fun!" 

Dillon and Miller came cooking in 
off on that last loop on Sunday with a 
comfortable 10 minutes or so to spare. 
Both men, along with quite a few 
riders on both the A and B schedules 
zeroed the course on Sunday. Better- 
than-perfect traction and loops which 
were worn-in and “‘like rails" made 
those who either rode only on Sun- 
day or stuck it out for two days feel 
they'd participated in something very 
special. 

One such special feeling belonged 
to SIDRA Senior Novice champ from 
1984, Arnie Gonzales (Kaw 250). Gon- 





zales rode only on Sunday, zeroed the 
course, copped the gold in his class 
and even beat fearless Jim Farnham 
(Yam) somewhere along the line. 

One family act that showed up was 
the Kouba clan with Mini A rider 
Charlie Kouba (Kaw) blitzing his 
class for the gold. 

An unscheduled “hit stop” put last 
year’s Idaho City winner Curt Har- 
pham (Hus 500) out of it this time. 
After a good ride on Saturday, Har- 
pham bailed on Sunday and fouled- 
up his front brake and body — a 
second day DNF for the SIDRA Open 
Expert number one plate. 

Also out of the action this year was 
qualifier-threat Reed Bright (KTM). 
who signed-up but didn’t start. Bright 
is still recovering from a tweaked 
knee and didn’t want to chance it 
before riding his next National. 

Houring out was the problem for 
Suzuki Tech Rep Steve Jones (Suz) 
who contested the Senior A division 
and, along with a select bunch of 10 
or so guys, missed some tape on 
Saturday's second loop. Jones’ fellow 
Suzuki “185 РМ” rider, track racer 
Larry Cowles, fell victim to nasty leg 
cramps (as befell him last year) and 
likewise retired. 

L&M Cycle’s Bob Carlberg (250 
Kaw) and Carl’s Cycle’s Jack Struth- 
ers (250 Kaw) didn’t hardly retire. 
Carlberg rode a super race right from 
his third minute start to be, alongside 
Struthers, the first bikes in at the fin- 
ish. Carlberg was second 250cc A 
rider and third overall. Struthers lost 
some time on Saturday when his 
ignition went away and he pushed 
himself sick into the check. 

Carlberg held back Idaho ORV 
planner Chuck Wells only a little. 
Wells did have some problems but 
had built up enough cushion that the 
Senior A class win went to him in his 
first ride on a new XR-350.

When the gate 
dropped it looked like Nelson would 
again get the holeshot, but Flores 
kept his Kawasaki screaming and 
turned the corner in the lead. Several 
laps in a row, Nelson tried the out- 
side fast sweeper as the place to get 
by, but it didn't work because Flores 
would force Nelson into the soft 
berm too hard as they started each 
new lap. Nelson would back off rather 
than penetrate or go over the berm. It 
was just as well these high speed 
passes didn’t work because the fans 
were then treated to see Nelson pull 
off a jump on the triple jumps. This 
again was able to work up through 
the pack on his YZ and gain a third. 
The Open Pro class was no piece of 
cake either as Nelson had to come 
from behind in moto one to get the 
lead. First he found a way past Devon 
Joos (Yam) and then Duane Joice 
(YUam). Nelson made it appear that 
he was still on his 250 as he blitzed to 
the checkers. In the second moto Joos 
and Nelson battled back and forth 
until about the midpoint of the fourth
